WASHINGTON, May 3.—By a com- 
bination of Democrats anu: Western 
Republicans, - the--House -passed- the 
McNary-Haugen bill tonight oy a 
vote of 204 to 121. The measure as 
passed included the equalization fee 
machinery which had_ been’ objected 
to by President Coolidge. The bill al- 
ready has passed the Senate. 

After going to a conference com- 
mittee composed ‘of. Senators. and 
Representatives, where the differ- 
ences in the measure as fi’ passed 
the two branches of Congress will be 
ironed out; the bill will zo to Presi- 
dent Coolidge. He has vetoed a-simi- 
lar ‘measure once and is strongly op- 
posed to the present measure, espe- 
cially its provision for an equaliza- 
tion fee to be collected from the 
farmers, which is part of ‘the mar- 
keting process intended to be estab- 
lished. 

It has been indicated at the White 
House, during debate onthe bill, 
that the President’s attitude ‘in ‘re 
gard to the equalization fee is un- 
changed,' and the general belief is 
he’ will again “use his veto power if 
the message is sent:to him: . . 

The bill will have an important 


bearing on the national . ‘political } 


campaign, and every effort has been 
made by the Administration forces 
to prevent its adoption in a form 
which Mr. ‘Coolidge. ‘would regard as 
unacceptable to him: : 


Hoover Listed Against Bill. 


Secretary Hoover.is listed as stand- 
ing with the President in his opposi- | cen 
tion to the equalization fee principle. 
His backers for the Presidential 
nomination, therefore, have been 
very anxious to av-id a. situation in 
which Mr. Coolidge would. feel 
forced to veto such a» measure, and 
thus stir up more: bad feeling in the 
agricultural Middle West.

SHANGHAI, May 3.—The scene of 
China’s civil war moved to Shanghai 
when Northern warships engaged 
Nationalist destroyers at the mouth 
of the Yangtse River this morning, 
this naval engagement being fol- 
lowed by a daring air raid over the 
city. 

Tremendous excitement was aroused 
in the native area by the appear- 
ance of two seaplanes during the 
noon hour. Operating from the 
Northern cruiser Haichi, pride of 
Peking’s navy, the planes circled 
high over the city, one scouting 
ahead and the other following and 
dropping. bombs. At least six bombs 
struck in the vicinity of the South 
Shanghai railway station and the 
Lunghwa arsenal. on the outskirts of 
the French concession in native ter- 
ritory. 

Arsenal Object of Attack. 

While the Chinese city was thrown 
into a turmoi: as a result of the raid, 
little damage was done, the casual- 
ties so far as known late tonight be 
ing. only two women.and a,cow, Sev- 
eral small buildings were demolished. 
No bombs fell in the foreign settle- 
ments. .The majority of the foreign 
residents, as a matter of fact, were 
uriaware that the raid had taken 
Place until the evening papers spread 
the news under great’ captions. 

The military significance of the 
raid is slight aside from the fact that 
the naval engagement is one of the 


few in. Chinese history and that the 
air raid is unique in this area.

Governor’s ‘Keynote’ Letter Last

While Tammany is as ~vet politi- 
cally as ever, it was learned yester- 
day on unquestionable auti‘ority that 
a fight will not be precipitated at the 
Democratic National Convention by 
any of Tammany’s spokesmen over 
a wet plank in the platform.

issue, there is. no doubt that the 
latest view expressed in high Tam- 
many quarters is in marked con- 
trast to the views expressed by Gov- 
ernor Smith himself in the .‘‘key- 
note” letter he sent to Chairman 
Clem Shaver of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, to be read at the 
Jackson Day dinner in Washington 
Jast January. More recently the 
Governor has reiterated the views 
expressed by him on that occasion. 

“It is my deep conviction,’’ the 
Governor said in his communication 
to Chairman'Shaver, ‘‘that our plat- 
form should be built by applying the 
fundamental principles of Jeffer- 
sonian democracy unflinchingly to 
each specific problem of the day. 

‘The greatest degree of local self- 
government by the States, the mini- 
mum interference by th2 Federal 
Government or any State with the 
local habits and concerns of any 
other State, legislation for the inter- 
est of all, and not for any class or 
group, non-interference with the in- 
ternal affairs of other nations, tol- 
erance of conflicting opinion—these 
are our articles of political faith. 

‘“‘We should study and treat in the 
light of these arate our foreign 
relations, prohibition, agriculture, 
reform of the governmental.machin- 
ery, economic — conservation 
and development of our public nat- 
ural resources and, in fact, an 
other question which arises. We will 
solve these specific problems rightly 
only if we fearlessly meet them in 
full reliance upon these traditions of 
our party.

DROPS WAR WITH HILLES

REED REJECTS THIRD PARTY 


Senator Wires Daniels Repudiating 
Legette’s Proposal—Continues 
His Campaign. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 3—Governor 
Smith and Herbert Hoover were bit- 
terly. attacked in the, Senate today 
by Senator Heflin of Alabama and 
Senator Blease of South Carolina, 
both Democrats. 

The chief criticism against Mr. 
Hoover by Senator Heflin was that 
he had issued an order taking down 
the race segregation bars in some 
of the bureaus of his department. 
Senator Blease said he understood 
that both:Mr: Hoover and Governor 
Smith had promised to appoint a 
negro to a Cabinet position if elected. 

Senator Heflin said Governor 
Smith had no chance of obtaining 
the nomination, regardless of the big 
lead he now has in the race for dele- 
gates, and in the next breath he 
shouted that if’ Smith were’ nom- 
inated ‘‘any Republican will beat him 
by 10,000, votes.’’ 

Senator Reed of Missouri sent a 
telegram today to Josephus Daniels 
at Raleigh, N. C., in which he said 
he had no intention of heading a 
third party, but would’ keep up his 
fitht for the Democratic nomination. 

Senator Reed’s telegram read: 

“T know nothing whatever about 
Wilbur. Legette’s proposition for a 
third party movement, except what 
was contained in the morning news- 
papers. I am in no manner eu 
sible for his statement, nor do I ap- 
prove of it. I shall go-forward with 
my campaign. I am a Democrat. It 
is the duty and mission of ‘the Demo- 
cratic Party to wipe out corruption 
and ‘restore decent.and popular gov- 
ernment.”’ 

Senator Heflin’s. double assault 
on Governor Smith and Mr. Hoover 
raised anew the question of what the 
Alabama Senator will do in the cam- 
paign. Some of his colleagues 

ought he was getting ready, pro- 
vided Smith and Hoover are the 
nominees, to suypost the Governor 
on the ground at the South ob- 
jects to the alleged order of Mr. 
Hoover relating to the colored em- 
ployes in his department. 

The Alabaman demanded that the 
Senate slush funds committee in- 
vestigate Governor.

Turning his guns on Mr. Hoover, 
Senator Heflin said he had previous- 
ly attacked the Secretary on the re- 
ported intermingling of the races in 
the Commerce Department and de- 
clared that in spite of his statements 
nothing had been done. He shouted 
that ‘‘the white women of the South 
are not going to be made to suffer 
by your ideas on equality.”’ 

Senator Blease jibed at Senator 
Fess, Republican, of Ohio, in join- 
ing in the attack -on Mr.. Hoover. 

“The very distinguished keynoter 
of ie pe the Senator from Qhio,’’ 
said Mr. Blease, ‘‘was defeated as a 
delegate by a negro. This was done 
on behalf of one who seats negroes 
and white people together in his 
Governmental department. 


CONNECTICUT NAMES - 
DELEGATES FOR SMITH 


Democratic Convention Unites on 
Goverzor—Action on “Insgur- 
gency” Waits.

HARTFORD, Conn., May 3.—Four- 
teen votes were added to the Smith 
Presidential poll today by the State 
Democratic Convention, which 
pledged the entire Connecticut dele- 
gation. to the New York Governor. 
The convention deferred for at least 
a week the settlement of an insur- 
gency move to reorganize the State 
Committee. 

It. was the largest attended and 
most enthusiastic Democratic meet- 
ing in Connecticut in sixteen years 
and an atmosphere of confidence 
and aggressiveness replaced the cus- 
tomary defeatist attitude of the Con- 
necticut Democrats. 

Overnight peace parleys were held 
between representatives of National 
Committeeman T. J. Spellacy of 
Hartford and those who were seek- 
ing Spellacy’s scalp as well as those 
of State Chairman J. J. Walsh of 
Meriden and State Committee Secre- 
tary A. S. Lynch of New Haven. 

Although Walsh, Lynch and others 
tonight declared they had no inten- 
tion of retiring, general opinion is 
that Spellacy will continue as Na- 
tional Committeeman, but that a new 
State Chairman and a new Secretary 
will run the Fall campaign.

Combined Societies Mass at the 
Opera in Climax to Day of 
Homage for Bremen Crew. 


MERCHANTS GIVE LUNCHEON 


Flight From Washington Opens 
New Round of Celebration— 
Baron Host to Mates at Tea. 


GUESTS AMAZED AT HONORS 


Activities Include Visits to City 
Industries—Airmen’s Wives Take 
Trip to Coney Island. 


Captain Koehl, Major Fitzmaurice 
and Baron von Huenefeld returned 
here yesterday from Washington by 
airplane for another day of celebra- 
tion, paper showers and general 
vociferous acclamation that left them 
again astonished that New York 
should be so interested in them.

Koehl Speaks in German. 


At the Metropolitan each flier was 
called upon for a speech. Captain

Sailing May 16, Visitors Will 
Pay. Chief Attention to 
Air Mail System. 


TOUR TO BE MADE BY PLANE 


Twelve Aviation Leaders Will Visit 
New York, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Detroit and Dayton. 


Special Cable to Tas New York Times. 

PARIS, May 3.—The tremendous 
strides in civil aviation made by 
America since the epochal flights of 
Lindbergh, Byrd and Chamberlin has 
influenced France to send the largest 
foreign aviation mission ever to 
leave Europe to study the American 
situation. This mission, composed cf 
twelve leaders of French aeronautics, 
will sail from Havre May 16 and 
spend three weeks in the United 
States, visiting New York, Chicago, 
St.. Louis, Detroit, Dayton and pos- 
sibly the Pacific Coast. 

The American tour, it is said here, 
will be made “‘largely over the newly 
established air lines,’’ and one of the 
chief purposes of the visit is to study 
the air mail em, which Euro- 

ans concede to be the largest in 

e world. 

The mission is regarded here as a 
recognition of America’s rapid ad- 
vance in civil aviation. Last year 
the same mission visited Germany to 
study developments there, but, in the 
opinion of its members, the United 
States stands out just now as the na- 
tion where the greatest prugr eae is 
being made in civil aeronautics. 

The trip has been arranged by the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce and the Aeronautics Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States. 

André Michelin, the wealthy tire 
manufacturer, will head the group 
and with him will be General Bouca- 
beille, André Wateay, M. H. Kahn 
and representatives of five dif- 
ferent French Chambers of Com- 
merce and of aerial navigation com- 
panies, railways and the Association 
of Aeronautic Industries of France. 

Despite the fact that American ex- 
perts have given to France credit for 
possessing the finest airport in the 
world, the French believe the Amer- 
icans are becoming more “‘air-mind- 
ed” than the people of any other 
country. This, they say, is shown 
by the scores of cities which are 
building their own air stations and 
by the unprecedented growth and 


extension of air mail and passenger 
lines. 


WILL ATTEMPT TO FLY 
AS SEA BIRDS SOAR 


George R. White Plans Trial of 
His Ornithopter at St. 
Augastine, Fla.

ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla., May 3.— 
George R. White of Stony Brook, 
L. I., former army aviator, who for 
six years has devoted himself to me- 
chanically approximating the flight 
of birds, today began to complete 
the assembling of his motorless 
ornithopter, in which he will attempt 
the first bird-like flight. 

Mr. White’s ornithopter will carry 
a gross weight, inclusive of the in- 
ventor, of 278 pounds. Since the plane 
has a supporting wing area of 140 
square feet, its lift will be less than 
two pounds a square foot. The aver- 
age lift of an airplane is computed 
at twenty-four pounds a square foot. 

Mr. hite and Hamilton Wright 
Jr. of New York, who is assisting 
him at St. Augustine Beach, said 
they planned to bring the plane on 
to the beach in about ten days to 
wing it slowly with a car at first, 
to observe the action of the wind on 
the ‘‘feathers’’ and then later take 
off at speed on short hops. 

Since a bird requires from three to 
five times the effort to take off that 
it does to sustain flight, according 
to Mr. White, the ornithopter will 
seek such power by being towed at 
from eighteen to twenty-two miles an

GROUND TROOPS TODAY 


Army Will Stage Important War 
Flight Tests at Langley 
Field, Va.

LANGLEY FIELD, Va., May 3.— 
The tactics of airplanes in attacking 
ground troops will be demonstrated 
here tomorrow when pursuit, attack 
and bombardment squadrons attaék 
dummies representing an infantry 
regiment and a wagon train. It will 
be the first time that these three 
branches of the service have worked 
together in an attack on ground 
troops and it has concentrated the 
greatest number of airplanes seen in 
the East in some time. 

Tomorrow the air will be full of 
bombs and machine gun bullets, and 
they will be real, except when air- 
planes are attacking other airplanes. 

The first attack will be by the pur- 
suit group from Selfridge Field on 
a formation of bombardment planes, 
where the tiny ships dive down from 
5,000 feet at a speed of nearly three 
hundred miles an hour. An observa- 
tion balloon will be attacked and de- 
stroyed by pursujt planes, and then 
the pursuit attack and bombardment 
groups will all drop their fire on the 
supposed regiment of ground troops. 

There will be more than seventy 
planes in these attacks, and they will 
use 12,000 rounds of ammunition

Joint Owners of Railway Draw 
Large ‘Advance’ Dividend, Pre- 
venting Needed Improvements.

PEKING, April 9.—The profitable 
Chinese Eastern Railway, southern 
alternative route of the Trans-Sibe- 
rian route, has just undergone the 
experience of being milked, and the 
City of Harbin and all business cir- 
cles in North Manchuria are gravely 
concerned. 

The Chinese Eastern, jointly owned 
by the Moscow and Peking Govern- 
ments. has depleted its cash reserves 
to the tune of 28,000,000 yen, or con- 
siderably more than 30,000,000 Har- 
bin dollars, all because Moscow and 
Peking need ready money. 

The disbursement consisted of 
8,500,000 yen to each of the two own- 
ers, legitimate dividend payments on 
last year’s business, but in addition 
Peking and Moscow have each 
drawn another 5,500,000 yen (11,000,- 
000 more in all) as ‘‘advance pay- 
ment of this year’s probable earn- 
ings.’”’ 

This. large sum of money taken out 
of Harbin has brought about a se- 
rious shortage of cash, and has fur- 
ther demoralized the Harbin dollar, 
worth only 70-100 of a yen even now, 
though at par it is the equal of the 

en. 

YThe most alarming feature of this 
cash disbursement is that it leaves 
the Chinese Eastern Railway without 
the requisite cash on hand for buy- 
ing much-needed rolling stock, re- 
pairs to tracks, new sidings and 
technical equipment. 

North Manchuria is enjoying boom 
days, coincident with the enormous 
immigration movement under way 
from war-torn and famine-stricken 
Shantung and Chihli Provinces, and 
the railway even now is physically 
unable to handle all tonnage offered. 

The 11,000,000 yen paid out in an- 
ticipation of this year’s earnings, it 
is held, could have been profitably 
invested in betterments, extensions 
and new equipment, so as to enable 
the line to hardle a tonnage forced 
to unnatural growth by the rapid 
pet Fh of virgin lands all over 
North Manchuria. 

Even now at many stations vast 
stores of last year’s grain are rotting 
because the line was unable to haul 
out the « “fered tonnage last Fall and 
Winter.

Citroen Declares He Sent 100 
Workers to Study American 
Mass Production. 





EXPECTS WIDE EXPANSION 





Blames the Industry’s Slow Prog- 
ress In France on Failure 
to Standardize. 


Special Cable to THE New YORE Truzs. 
PARIS, May 3.—The influence 
which American methods of mass 
production have had upon the French 
automobile industry was described 
today by André Citroén, speaking be- | 
fore the American Club at its regu- 
lar weekly luncheon. 

M. Citroén declared that from his 
own factory more than one hundred 
employes had been sent to the United 
States to study American methods, 
spending months there. “I have 
established English classes in my 
plant,’’ said the the noted manu- 
facturer, ‘‘with a regular attendance 
of 200. We subscribe to many Amer- 
ican industrial magazines, abstracts 
of which are distributed through the 
plant.’’ 

Some inconveniences, said M. 
Citroén, resulted from French meth- 
ods of construction, due to the 
peculiar needs of the country. Par- 
ticular attention must be paid here, 
he pointed out, to production of cars 
which, while attractively designed, 
have low fuel consumption and low 
taxes, since the tax is based upon 
engine horsepower. The result, he 
said, was that French cars require 
more frequent change of gears in 
climbing hills and have a higher 
motor revolution, causing some vibra- 
tion. 

Blame for the lack of expansion 
of the French industry he placed 
upon the failure of manufacturers to 
standardize, thereby reducing pro- 
duction costs. Statistics show, he de- 
clared, that in the United States 800,- 
000 workmen are necessary to manu- 
facture 4,000,000 cars, whereas in 
France 400,000 workmen are required 
to build 200,000 cars. 

Discussing the future of the indus- 
try and whether it is possible to go 
on manufacturing cars indefinitely, 
M. Citroén declared that in his 
opinion it could. In France alone, 
where 1,000,000 motor cars are in 
service, inquiries showed, he said, 
that 3,000,000 would be needed within 
a short time. Supposing such a re- 
sult could be reached within ten 


years, he said, this means there 
would have to be manufactured 200,- 





000 cars yearly plus 100,000 for up- 
keep and replacement and 50,000 for 
export, making 350,000 cars a year. 


JAPANESE OPPOSITION 
FORCES MINISTER OUT 


Home Sectetary’s Resignation Is 
Expected to Save Cabinet 
From Overthrowal. 


Wireless to THz New YorEK Tres. 

TOKIO, May 3.—Kisaburo Suzuki, 
Home Secretary, resigned today and 
Baron Tanaka, the Prime Minister, 
has taken over temporarily the Home 
Office portfolio. The smaller oppo- 
sition groups are now expected to 
abstain from voting and the Govern- 
Ment can accordingly challenge the 
Opposition’s vote of no confidence. 

The course adopted was considered 


a lesser evil by the Government than 
either the dissolution of Parliament 
or the resignation of the whole Cabi- 
net. Yukio Ozaki, the veteran par- 
liamentarian and former Minister of 





Justice, who leads the independents 
in the present Parliament, apparently 
was willing to accent the Govern- 
ment’s assurances that Mr. Suzuki 
would resign after this session. How- 
ever, Yuzuki Tsurumu, who, after 
the elections, became leader of the 
Liberal Party, made up of six iInde- 
pendents who hold the balance of 
power in the lower house, de- 
clined to budge from his demand for 
the Minister’s instant retirement. 

Mr. Suzuki represented the ultra- 
conservative elements in the Govern- 
ment party. The primary cause of 
his fall was the Opposition’s indigna- 
tion at his ‘‘unblushing’’ se of offi- 
cial authority for party ends in the 
recent elections, but he had in addi- 
tion aroused misgivings in many 
quarters by imprudent utterances on 
the eve of that election, in which he 
taunted the Opposition with trying to 
make the elected house the centre of 
Japan’s constitutional system, in- 
stead of the Emperor, and added that 
Japanese Governments, being respon- 
sible to the Emperor, did not need a 
majority in the Legislature. 

Every Government here interferes 
with elections and the present crisis 
owes its intensity to the balance of 
parties which offered the Opposition 
a sudden chance to seize power. The 
Government’s narrow escape from an 
overthrow, if it does escape, is ex- 
pected to be a warning to future 
Home Secretaries. 


DUCE DENOUNCES BOMBER. 


Tells Senate of Horror at Attempt 
on King’s Life. 


ROME, May 3 ().—An expression 
of horror at the attempt against the 


life of King Victor Emmanuel in 
Milan April 12 was sounded by Pre- 
mier Mussolini in a brief and moving 
speech before the Italian Senate this 
afternoon. 

The Premier declared he was ex- 
ultant because ‘‘the homicidal mas- 
sacre had left the King’s sacred per- 
son untouched.” 

He deplored the sacrifice of inno- 
cent victims, including women and 
children and soldiers, and declared 
he had only execration for the author 
of the crime.

ISSUE WITH -DUCE DENIED 


Pontiff. Has Expressed Disapproval 
of Such Public Exhibitions 
Before, Vatican Circles Say. 


Wireless to Taz New YorE Trues. 

ROME, May 3.—The Pope’s con- 
demnation of the participation by 
young women and girls in public 
gymnastic and athletic competitions 
which he expressed in a letter ad- 
dressed to Cardinal Pompily, Vicar 
of Rome, was published today by 
Osservatore Romano, the official 
Vatican organ. The occasion for the 
letter was the “first national gym- 
nastic and athletic competitidn for’ 
Fascist girls’? taking place at Rome 
this week under the auspices of the 
Fascist Party. 

It is highly deplorable,: says -the 
Pontiff, that in the holy city of 
Catholicism, after twenty centuries 
of Christianity, less attention should 
be devoted to the ‘‘delicate regard’ 
due to young women and girls than 
was the case in pagan Rome. 
Ancient Rome, he asserts, excluded 
‘women from participation in athletic 
events even when the city descended 

the nethermost depths of de- 
cadence, as they were also excluded 
in corrupt Greece. It is unnecessary 
to give the reasons for his opposi- 
tion, he adds, as‘ such fathers, 
mothers and teachers, ‘‘not led 
astray by false or exaggerated 
theories,’’ understand them by natu- 
ral instinct. 

‘It is true, admits the Pontiff, that 
there is no intention in the athletic 
competition about to take place in 
Rome to repeat the “‘audacities or 
rather immodesties’’ elsewhere 1la- 
mented. Instructions, he adds, have 
been given by the organizers to this 
effect, but the irreconcilability of 
feminine athletic exhibitions with 
the delicate exigencies of feminine 
education remains unaltered. Agility, 
grace, strength and health are all 

ualities, but if they are 
acquired at the expense of woman’s 
natural reserve they are too dearly 
bought, for “if ever women must 
raise a hand we hope and pray she 
may do so only in prayer or for acts 
of charity.”

No deaths’ have been 
reported, but there are wounded on 
both sides and‘ feeling is running 
very. high. Chinese are inclined to 
the view that the Japanese provoked 
the incident to make trouble: and 
thus delay Nanking’s Northern push 
against Peking. 


Tells of Seymour Murder. 


More details of the recent murder 
of Dr. Walter F. Seymour of the 
Presbyterian mission at Tsining were 
given today by Charles M.' Eames, 
a member of the mission, who ar- 
rived at Shanghai this morning with 
Mrs. Seymour and Miss Mary Stew- 
art. The party arrived by rail via 
Nanking, following days of traveling 
in freight cars. : : 

Mr. Eames said that the Southern 
soldiers,- when they arrived in the 


town, questioned everybody on the 
whereabouts of Northern. troaps. 
Four asked Dr. Seymour such a 
question. He replied that all had re- 
treated. This first group was satis- 
fied, but then a‘second squad ap- 
peared and demanded that Dr. Sey- 
mour tell where he was hiding North- 
erners. Soldiers siezed him, but he 
poned away and stepped into the 

ospital yard of the mission and 
closed the gate. Thereupon the 
troops fired,: one bullet passing 
through Dr. Seymour’s heart. The 
troops then robbed the body and de- 
parted, Mr. Eames said. 

He added that apparently no effort 
to punish the guilty men had been 
made, although Marshal Feng Yu- 
hsiang apologized and promised to 
investi¢ate the crime thoroughly. 

Mr. Eames ‘said that Tsining was 
quiet, but that Shantung was over- 
swept with Southern troops and that 
disorders were continuing despite the 
efforts of officers to carry out Chi- 
ang Kai-shek’s order to prevent loot- 
ing and protect foreigners and their 
property. 


New Drive Reported in Making. 

SHANGHAI, May 3 (4).—The Na- 
tionalist armies, apparently having 
won much (territory in three pro- 
vinces without meeting any consid- 
erable resistance in their drive to- 
ward Peking, were reported: today to 
be massing under General Chiang 
Kai-shek for a new thrust. 

This would be directed at Techow, 
which would tend to disconcert the 


Northern attempts to draw up a new 
line of defense running from. Paot- 
ing-fu through Techow to the Yel- 
low River. The Nationalist forces 
available for this assault were said 
to number 20,000. 

Further withdrawal of Northern 
troops from all fronts. in an effort 
to consolidate in this new line ‘of de- 
fense was indicated in reports today. 

Even Shansi Province and South- 
western Chili Province are. being 
abandoned by the Pekingese, who 
are strenuously endeavoring to get 
in a position to make a new stand 
along the Paoting-fu-Yellow River 
line. This line of defense would 
have its centre protected by heavy 
marshes. 

The whole region in the neighbor- 
hood of the Shantung-Tsinin-fu rail- 
way is being greatly disturbed by 
parties of the routed Northerners, A 
particularly aggravated situation ex- 
ists at Weihsien, where looting was 
started.

The history of the suit, set forth in 
the compalint, goes back .to 1873. 
Prior to t date the Harlem owned 
and operated the line between Chat- 
ham, Columbia “County, and the 
Grand Central Terminal, and also 
owned the terminal and yards and 
sheds between Forty-second and 
Forty-fifth Street. To the east and 
west of the terminal property, the 
complaint asserts; the Harlem owned

Then the complaint asserts that 
on April 1, 1873, the Harlem Com- 
pany, by contract, leased to the 
then New York Central & Hudson 
River Railroad Company for 
roo the railway and Grand Central 

erminal ‘‘for railroad _ purposes’’ 
and transferred outright to the Cen- 
tral certain other properties, the 
Central agreeing to pay to the 
Harlem Company stockholders. an 
amount which originally was $2 a 
share and was afterward raised to 
$5 a share. 


Control of Directors Alleged. 


It is also stated that the Central, 
by acquiring stock in the Harlem 
Company, has for some years con- 
trolled the election of the latter’s 
directors and that by virtue of pre- 
vious litigation the Central is a 
trustee for the benefit of the mi- 
nority shareholders of the Harlem 
Company. ; 

The complaint says that the Cen- 
tral ‘‘has used the properties for 

urposes different to those provided 

n the contract, being able to do so 
by virtue of physical possession and 
its control of the Harlem Company’s 
directors and officers. From the 
use of these properties, it is charged, 
it has derived large revenues for 
which it refuses to account. It is 
charged that the Central, by apply- 
ing portions of the properties to pur- 

oses different to those for which 
he contract provided, has ‘‘enhanced 
the value-of its own properties with 
no compensation to the Harlem 
Company.’’ 

The complaint says that. included 
in the properties owned by: the Har- 
lem is the site of the Roosevelt 
Hotel, and that by means of various 
leases the Central derives a rent 
from this hotel, which stands above 
the plane of the tracks, but does 
not represent a use of the property 
‘for railroad purposes.’’ The same

ROCKET PLANE RUSHED 
FOR ALTITUDE FLIGHT 


German Expects to Be Ready in 
Three Weeks for Trip to 
Ether’s Edge. 





Wireless to Tx#w New York Tres. 

BERLIN, May 3.—The attempt of 
Pilot Anton Raab to explore ‘the 
highest strata of the earth’s atmos- 
phere in a rocket airplane which is 
now being constructed by the Raab- 
Katzenstein Works at Cassel and the 
Opel Automobile Company, will be 
undertaken. within three weeks, 
probably immediately after Whitsun- 
day, it is reported today. The daring 
flier wants to rise to a height. of 
9,000 or 10,000 meters to ascertain 
whether human beings are able to 
breathe in the rarefied air. 

As a safeguard against suffocation, 
the aviator intends to carry oxygen 
tanks with the necessary inhalation 
In place of motors, the 
plane will be equipped with three 
rocket batteries, two of which wil 
be placed under the wings. ‘The lat-

Wisconsin Expert Points Out How 
It Affects the Farm Flock. 


“Profit from the farm flock de- 
pends to a large extent upon how 
many eggs the hens lay,’’ J. G. Hal- 
pin of the Poultry Husbandry.

AT SULGRAVE MANOR 


Ancestral Home of Washingtons | 


Takes Form It Had in 
Sixteenth Century. 


AGED MATERIAL. MATCHED 


English Countryside About Mansion 
Also Laid Out With Funds 
Largely From America.

EAST SULGRAVE, Northampton- 
shire; England, May 3.—When Amer- 
ican visitors to Sulgrave Manor this 
year inspect the ancestral home of 
George Washington, they will find 
that a whole wing, known to have 
been pulled down in the eighteenth 
century, has been reconstructed. 
Thus Sulgrave Manor has progressed 


‘}one step further in the restoration 


of its former condition, and the an- 
cient house which carries the history 
of the Washington family back to 
the days. of King Henry VIII is be- 
ginning to look as it did when the 
Washingtons moved to Virginia. 

With the partial restoration at the 
hands of the Sulgrave Institution sev- 
eral years ago, the fine old sixteenth 
century mansion seemed architec- 
turally incomplete. Last year it was 
decided that the missing wing should 
be rebuilt in scrupulous harmony 
with the rest of the building. 

The architect chosen was Sir 
Reginald Blomfield, whose recon- 


struction of Regent Street in London 
has helped to s p him as a leader 
of his profession. In preparing the 
plans for Sulgrave Manor, Sir Reg- 
inald tried to visualize the building 
as the Washington family left it. 
The result is that externally the new 
wing is so in keeping with the oppo- 
site wing of the house that it has the 
appearance of sturdy old age. 


Weather-Worn Rock Is Used. 


The stone for the wing was cut in 
the neighborhood of Sulgrave, weath- 


er-worn rock being selected wher- 
ever possible. The roof is of stone 
slates, which have the picturesque 
dulled color of age. Creeping plants 
and vines will grow up over fae new 
wing, concealing any difference be- 
tween the two parts of the mansion. 

But it is the surrounding country- 
side even more than the house itself 
which breathes the placid, gentle 
beauty of old England. Behind the 
south garden stretches an orchard 
with apple trees all in the glorious 
bloom of an English Spring. 

If one looks across the yew hedge- 
row and smooth green lawn with its 
border of flowers which will soon be 
blooming,. one can see the gracious 
old mansion standing in the plain 
dignity in which it stood centuries 
ago. modern blue-slated barn 
which sprawled across the picture 
until a few weeks ago has been torn 
down, so there is now nothing to 
spoil the illusion. 

The expense of the restoration has 
been collected from individual mem- 
bers of the Colonial Dames of Amer- 
ica, supplemented by admission fees 
to the manor house. Last. year 
more than 10,000 persons, mostly 
Americans, visited the historic house. 
It.is hoped that from the same 
sources money will ¢.me to complete 
the restoration of the seventeenth 
century rooms, until recently used 
by the caretaker, but once used by

any agricultural commodity, and 
thereafter. from time to time during 
such marketing period, the board 
shall estimate the probable losses, 
costs and charges to be paid under 
marketing agreements in respect of 
such commodity, and under non- 
premium insurance agreements in re- 
spect of such commodity as herein- 
after provided. 
Board to Determine Charges. 

“Upon the basis of such estimates 
the board shall from time to time 
determine and publish the amount 
of the equalization fee (if any is re- 
quired under such estimates) for 
each unit of weight, measure or value 
designated by the board to be col- 
lected upon such unit of such agri- 
cultural commodity during any part 
of the marketing period for the com- 
modity. 

“Such amount is referred to in this 
act as the ‘equalization fee.’ At the 
time of determining and. publishing 
any equalization fee the board shall 
specify the time during which the 
particular fee shall remain in effect 
and the place and manner of its pay- 
ment.and collection. 

‘Under. such- regulations as the 
board may prescribe, any equaliza- 
tion fee determined upon by the 
board shall be paid, in respect of 
each marketed unit of such com- 
modity, upon one of the following: 

“The transportation, processing or 
sale of such unit. 

“The equalization fee shall net be 
collected more than once in respect 


mine in the case of each class of 
transactions in the commodity 
whether the equalization fee shall 
be paid upon transportation, pro- 
cessing or sale.

New York Doctors. Tall. Wash-

ment Affords Greater Protection

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Pneumo- 
nia was the central theme of the 
closing session of the Association of 
American Physicians today. In>a 
paper on the. treatment of lobar 
pneumonia with ¥elton’s~ concen- 
trated anti-pneumenococcus serum, 
Drs. R. L. Cecil and W. D. Sutliff of 
New York declared that studies at 
Bellevue Hospital during the past 
two years had proved that this se- 
rum is the best and most potent 
available. As contrasted with or- 
dinary serums, it affords ten times 
the protection of type one and 100 
times the protection of type two, Dr. 
Cecil declared. : 

The respective mortality rates for 
414 cases treated with Felton serum 
and 407 treated with ordin serum 
were 28.9 per cent. and 8 per 
cent. The differences were more 
striking for the different types of 

meumonia, 18.6 and 32.6 for Type 

and 89.2 and 52.6 for Type 2. 

Chemical studies of the tubercle 
bacilli at the Hygienic Laboratory 
at Washington have resulted in the 
isolation of a polysaccharide with 
which valuable experiments have 
been conducted with animals, Dr. 
W. C. White of Washington, one of 
the leading authorities in the coun- 
try in this field, reported. The three 
sugars isolated are pentose, lextose 
and glucose. 


Sugar Gives Guinea Pig Fever. 


The injection of the sugar into a 
normal guinea pig, Dr. White said, 
produced a rise in temperature. The 
pentose sugar affectec the blood 
pressure while the water soluble pro- 
tein affected the respiratory action. 

A new conception of the charac- 
teristic of twins was advanced by 
Dr. 8S. A. Kinnier-Wilson of London, 
England, and Dr. Julian M. Wolf- 
sohn of San Francisco at the meet- 
ing of the American Neurological As- 
sociation. 

After describing four sets of identi- 
cal twins with organic nervous dis- 
ease, the two neurologists concluded, 
that, while identical twins are physi- 
cally two individuals, biologically 
they are only one individual. 

In support of this theory Dr. Wolf- 
gohn and Dr., Kinnier-Wilson showed 
that of the four sets of twins, one 
set is suffering from congenital 
nuclear ophthalmoplegia, the second 
set has Little’s disease with similar 
congenital anomalies, the third set 
has epilepsy and goiter, while the 
fourth set had diabetes Mellitus, de- 
veloping: in each twin at 50 years of 
age. Both of these twins died at 
the age of 59 of acute apoplexy. 


Swallowed Pins Seldom Dangerous. 


A paper by Dr. Mervin C. Myerson 
of Brooklyn read before the Amer- 


ican . Laryngological Association, 
which also concluded its sessions to- 
day, continued reassurance for moth- 
ers whose children swallow pins, 
nails and similar objects. 

Discussing foreign bodies in the 
stomach and intestines. Dr. Myer- 
son cited instances to show at 

Tare exceptions all foreign 
bodies pass througr the intestinal 
tract. espite the fact that in 82 
per cent. of the cases the bodies 
were pins, nails and other pointed 
objects. Instances were cited to 
prove that the pins and other objects 
could be removed from the stomach 
through a tube. Only when the body 
is too large to pass through the in- 
testinal tract is surgical intervention 
necessary, but such cases are ex- 
tremely rare, he declared.

Says Slaves Brought Hookworm. 

WASHINGTON, May 3 (#).—The 
prevalence in this country of a long 
list of dreaded diseases, from leprosy 
and hookworm to dysentery and ma- 
laria, is attributed to the early im- 
‘portation of negro slaves from Afri- 
ca, by- Rear Admiral E. R. Stitt, 
Surgeon General of the Navy. 

Speaking before the American So- 
ciety of Tropical Medicine Admiral 
Stitt said there could ‘“‘be no ques- 
tion about the. occasional introduc- 
tion of African t nosomiasis 
(sleeping sickness) with the slaves, 
and there can be no doubt that hook- 
worm. disease canie in with them. 

‘“‘Bacillary dysentery was one of 
the scourges of the slave ships and 
was undoubtedly introduced into the 
colonies,’’ he added. ‘‘Out of the 
cargoes of several vessels consisting 
of 600 or 700 slaves each, dysentery 
killed . 250 on one ship, 220 on 
another, 150 on a third.’’ 

As for leprosy, he said that ‘‘most 
of the writers refer to its presence 
among the slaves.’’ 


Trace Man’s Face to Shark’s. 


Through just what stages the 
human face passed in developing its 
present physical characteristics be- 
came the subject of a learned dis- 

ute today at a joint meeting of 

e American Otological, Rhino 
logical and Laryngological societies. 

Dr. H. H. Briggs of Asheville, N. 
C., eredited the shark with the dis- 
tinction of being ‘‘the first vertebrate 
with a face of typical.form.’’ From 
this beginning he’ traced its evolu- 
tion through the dog and monkey 


man. 

“The mouth is the oldest part of 
the face,’’ he said, ‘‘and the recession 
of the snout, correlated with the in- 
crease in the size of the brain, is the 
fundamental influence in facial evo- 
lution.’’ He argued that the’mouth, 
thrust forward in the shark to seize 
food, gradually receded with the de- 
velopment of the arms and hands as 
a@ means of procuring sustenance. 

“On the contrary,’’ contended Dr. 
J. H. Ingersoll of Cleveland, ‘‘the 
whole change in the face is the result 
of the development of the fore-brain, 
rather than the change in food.’’ As 
the size of the ‘‘thinking part of the 
brain’’ increased, he explained, it 
pushed the face forward and down. 


DR. HARRIS REPORTS 
MENINGITIS INCREASE 


Says 284 Cases So Far This Year 
is Far Above Normal—He 
Urges Vigilance. 





During the first four months of 
this year cases of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis in the city have num- 
bered 284, a marked increase over 


normal, according to a statement is- 
sued yesterday by Dr. Louis I. 
Harris, Commissioner of Health. 

e disease appears to have a ten- 
year cycle. In 1918 the cases num- 
bered 477. In the past five years 
they have varied from 120 to 177 a 
year. 

The disease is in no sense epidemic 
and it is not readily communicable, 
according to Dr. Harris, but he 
urged redoubled vigilance in detect- 
ing it in early stages and asked that 
all children with severe colds be 
kept home from school to make sure 
that they were not suffering from 
this malady. 

If recognized early, the disease 
may be effectively treated by a 
serum developed by Dr. Simon Flex- 
ner, Director of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute, according to Dr. Harris. 

“Prompt diagnosis and effective 
treatment can in many cases be fa- 
cilitated,’’ he said, “if physicians 
will ask assistance from the expert 
staff of the meningitis division of 
the Health Department.” 

Dr. Harris said that past experi- 
ence indicated that the arrival of 





warm weather would reduce the 
prevalence of the disease.

HAD NERVOUS BREAKDOWN 


Informed Wife After Act at Home 
in Ridgefield Park—Was Widely

RIDGEFIELD PARK, N. J., May 
3.—George Harry Sherin, a widely 
known advertising man and general 
manager of the Patterson Andress 
Co., Inc.,; of 244 Madison Avenue, 
New York City, died at Hackensack 
Hospital last night after drinking 
poison in his home here, it was re- 
ported to the police today. 

Mr. Sherin had been under treat- 
ment for a nervous breakdown for 
about a year, but until a few days 
ago had remained at his work in 
New York. 

At dinner last night Mr. Sherin 
made remarks that alarmed his 
wife, who sought to calm him. After 
leaving the table, Mr. Sherin went 
to a bathroom and drank the con- 
tents of a bottle of poison. He told 
his wife what he had done and she 
telephoned for medical aid. An am- 
bulance took Mr. Sherin to Hacken- 
sack Hospital, where he died two 
hours later. 

Mr. Sherin would have been forty 
years old in a few days and his 
family were. planning a_ birthday 
celebration at his home for Sunday 
night. In addition to his wife, Mrs. 
Ethel Brewster Sherin, he leaves 
two sons, Thomas, eight years old, 
and Morton, six. 

Mr. Sherin was born in Niagara 
Falls and learned the advertising 
business with his uncle in an agency 
that. bore the family name. hen 
the firm went out of existence, he 
became connected with the Lyddon 
& Hanford Advertising Agency, 
which he left to become associated 
with Patterson Andress Co. 

Mrs. Sherin was said to have inher- 
ited more than $1,000,000 from her 
father Thomas Brewster.

Rockefeller Foundation Report 
Shows Wide Distribution 
of Its Income. 


MANY ACTIVITIES AIDED 


New Era of Training, With Empha- 
sis on Prevention Rather Than 
Cure, Seen by Dr. Vincent, 


The Rockefeller Foundation dis- 
bursed $11,223,124 from income and 
capital in 1927, it was disclosed last 
night by President George E. Vin- 
cent in the first installment of a re- 
view of the year’s work. Mr. Vin- 
cent discussed the ways in which 
the Foundation seeks to promote the 
training of doctors and public health 
personnel for a new era in medicine 
in which, he says, the emphasis is 
changing from cure to prevention. 

During last year Dr. Vincent says 
the Foundation aided local health or- 
ganizations in eighty-five counties of 
six States in the Mississippi flood 
area, operating an emergency field 
training station for health workers 
in this region besides contributing 


to the support of nine other training 
centres elsewhere. 

Nine schools or institutes of public 
health and three departments of hy- 
giene in university medical schools 
received assistance, and aid was 
given seventeen nurses’ training 
schools in nine countries. The Foun- 
dation furnished funds for land, 
buildings, operation or endowment 
to nineteen medical schools in four- 
teen countries. The Peking Union 
Medical College was supported and 
the Foundation paid $2,000,000 to- 
ward a new site for the University 
of London. It helped Brazil to main- 
tain precautionary measures against 
yellow fever, continued studies of 
that disease in West Africa on the 
Gold Coast and in Nigeria and had 
@ part in malarial control demonstra- 
tions or surveys in eight of the 
Southern States and in eleven for- 
eign countries. 


Aids Health Budgets. 


The Foundation also aided nine- 
teen Governments to bring hook- 
worm disease under control and con- 
tributed to the health budgets of 
268 counties in twenty-three States 
and to thirty-one similar Governmen- 
tal divisions in fourteen foreign 
countries. Aid was given in setting 
up or maintaining public health lab- 
oratory services or divisions of vital 
statistics, sanitary engineering, or 
epidemology in the national health 
service of nineteen countries abroad 
and in the health departments of 
sixteen American States. Grants 
were made for mental hygiene work 
in the United States and Canada, 
funds were provided for biological 
research at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, and investigations in this field 
were aided at Yale, the Universit 
of Iowa, the University of Hawaii, 
the Bernice P. Bishop Museum in 
Honolulu and certain universities in 
Australia. 

Help was given the League of Na- 
tions to conduct study tours or in- 
terchanges for 125 health officers 
from forty-four countries to supply 
world-wide information about com- 
municable diseases, to train ,overn- 
ment officials in vital statistics and 
to establish a library of health docu- 
ments. The Foundation provided, 
directly or indirectly, fellowships for 
864 men and women from fifty-two 
different countries and paid the 
traveling expenses of 115 officials or 
professors making study visits. 


Discusses Flood Work. 


In discussing the Mississippi flood, 
which inundated 20,000 square miles 
in the summer of 1927 and drove 


700,000 persons from their homes, Dr. 
Vincent says: 

“The rapid multiplication of local 
health organizations in the flood 
area called for more than money. 
The pressing need was for physicians 
who could act as health officers, for 
nurses who understood public health 
work, for sanitary inspectors famil- 
iar with their special duties. 


“Tt was soon evident, however, that |- 


if the plan was to succeed, many 
new persons would have to be re- 
cruited and given a short, intensive, 
practical training. To meet this need 
the Rockefeller Foundation offered, 
in poageresion with the Mississippi 
State Department of Health, to set 
up and maintain a field training sta- 


tion to which recruits could be sent 


for testing and preparation.” 

Dr. Vincent says that the vocation 
of public health is still in.-the mak- 
ing and that strong forces of tradi- 
tion, social esteem, financial reward 
and professional pride draw medical 
graduates into private practice and 
particularly into the specialties. 


Chinese Workers Upheld. 


The Peking Union Medical College 
has continued its work during the 
year, despite the fighting in China. 
Medical service has been given the 
combatants on both sides. 

“One result of disturbed conditions 
in China and the partial withdrawg@ql 
of foreign personnel from missions 
and other activities has been to 
throw responsibility upon the Chi- 
nese themselves, Dr. Vincent says. 
*‘The success of many of these native 
leaders has been most encouraging. 
It has confirmed the soundness of 
the policy of appointing increasing 
numbers of Chinese to its staff and 
in advancing them to positions of 
greater responsibility. 

“Thus in 1927-28 the number of 
staff members reached 106, of whom 
71, or 67 per cent., were Chinese.”

Just 
before they entered David Montgom- 
ery went to his room. As they neared 
the top of the stairs Montgomery 
emerged from his room and opened 
fire. Maker, who was in the lead, 
was killed and Stewart was grazed 
by a bullet. 

City police later found Montgom- 
ery in an allev and shot and killed 
him as he tried to escape.

Ordered Deported to Portugal 
Over Visa After Contracting 
Second Marriage Here. 


FEARS STIGMA AT. HOME 


Paper Ceremony Said to Be Binding 
in Her Native Land but Not 
in United States. 


Faced with the embarrassing cir- 
cumstances of having two husbands 
recognized in one country and only 
one in another, the youthful Mrs. 


Marie Fernandez Gomez, who ap- 
peared in Yonkers City Court yester- 











day charging her brother, August 
Duque, with disorderly conduct, ad- 
mitted that she has been ordered de- 
ported to Portugal by immigration 
authorities. Mrs. Gomez, who lives 
with her husband, Anthony Gomez, 
30 years old, at 81 School Sireet, 
Yonkers, fears she will be regarded 
in her native Portugal as a bigamist, 
and lays all her trouble to her former 
marriage by proxy. 

When Mrs. Gomez, then Marie 
Duque, was living in Portugal she 
‘was married by proxy to Fernander 


‘Fernandez, then living in Yonkers. 


The tie became binding when the 
bridegroom signed papers appointing 
the girl’s father to ‘‘double’”’ for him 
at the ceremony. The proxy cere- 
mony is as binding in Portugal as 
ary other. : 

The proxy bride came to this 
country, only to find that her 
‘paper’ husband had married 
another woman, questioning the le- 
gality of his contract with her. The 
proxy wife instituted divorce pro- 





ceedings, but abandoned them and 
married Gomez. 

She was in court yesterday because, 
she alleged, her brother, who lives 
at 178 Buena Vista Avenue, Yonkers, 
has been chiding her about her pres- 
ent marriage, which he does not rec- 


ognize. Judge Charles W. Boote 
warned Dugue to let his sister and 
brother-in-law alone, and _ also 
warned them not to bother him. 

Myron Shon, counsel for Duque, 
said in court that when Mrs. Gomez 
is returned to Portugal she will be 
considered a bigamist, with two hus- 
bands in the eyes of the law, but 
she actually -will have none.

FIND CLUES TO 2 MISSING 


City Officials Have Overcoat and 
Ticket Stubs, Indicating Men 
May Have Been Lost. 


Arthur Hinchey, ‘Captain of the 
Muncipal ferryboat Bronx, from 
which at least three men were be- 
lieved to have been drowned last Fri- 
day when a huge wave swept the 
bow as the boat was approaching the 
ferry terminal at St. George, S. I., 
will be the principal witness'today at 
an inquiry into the accident by the 
Federal Steamboat Inspection Ser- 
vice in the Custom House. 

The appearance of Captain Hinchey 
and his crew will be the outcome of 
a request issued yesterday at the in- 
stigation of the British Consulate in 
this city, which has been aésding in 
efforts to establish whether Mon- 
tague C. Shepherd, President of the 
Bristo] City Line, at 25 Broadway, 
was one of those lost on the Bronx. 

An overcoat found on an automo- 
bile on the ferryboat after the acci- 
dent was identified last Wednesday 
by the wife of the missing. steamship 
man and George C. Oliphant, who 
is connected with the line. They 
told officials of the Department of 
Plant and Structures that the gar- 
ment was that worn by Mr. .Shep- 
herd on the day of the accident. 
The coat had been turned over to a 
ferry official at the St. George ter- 
minal when the Bronx landed, but 
it was not until Mr. Oliphant dis- 
covered it; five days later, in the 
lost and found bureau of the ter- 
minal that its presence was revealed. 


Goldman Admits Possible Loss. 


Charles Shortmeyer of 436 Joline 
Avenue, Tottenville, told Commis- 
sioner Goldman, head of the depart- 
ment, last night at the St. George 
terminal that he had found the coat 
on his car and turned it over to an 
official at the ferry landing. His car 
was in the bow of the Bronx. when 
the wave rolled over from the port 
to the starboard side, where about 
fifty passengers were standing. 

Mrs. Shepherd believes her husband 
was among those standing ,on the 
starboard side. 

Commissioner Goldman for the 
first time admitted last night that it 
was possible that one or more per- 
sons had been lost from the Bronx. 
He explained that the statements he 
previously had issued, expressing the 
belief that none had been lost, was 
based on reports received from Cap- 
tain Hinc:.ey and the crew that they 
had not seen anybodv drown. 

He also admitted that the depart- 
ment had been aware since the night 
of the accident that the stub of a 
commutation book issued to Anthony 
Doloi of 287 Delaware Avenue, Don- 
gan Hills, the second man believed 
to have been lost off the Bronx, had 
been found in the ticket box at the 
Battery terminal, revealing that it 
had been used on the day of the ac- 
cident. 

“Why wasn’t the fact that the 
overcoat and the stub were found 
made public at the time?’’ Commis- 
sioner Goldman was asked. 

‘‘There was no teason, except that 
our investigation was in progress,’ 
was the reply. ‘‘The passengers who 
are telling of having seen men 
d4rown in the accident would do bet- 
ter if they would cooperate with me 
and give me whatever information 
they possess. Captain Hinchey and 
his crew reported that they didn’t 
see anybody drown. I have been 
forced to stand on their report.’’ 


Plan Suit Against City. 


Relatives of the third man believed 
to have been drowned, Nicholas Syl- 
vestro of 413 Carey Avenue, West 
New Brighton, said last night that 
no trace of him had been uncovered 
and they are convinced that he was 
lost off the Bronx. 

Mrs. Shepherd said last night at 
her home, 774 Jewett Avenue, Wester- 
leigh, that two girl acquaintances of 
the family had signed affidavits 
that they saw her husband on the 
Bronx before the accident. It was 
reported that these affidavits, with 
another signed by Mrs. Shepherd, 
would be the basis of a suit to be 
filed in the Supreme Court next 
week, charging the city with. negli- 
gence in the death of Mr. Shepherd. 
I: was understood that Mr. Shepherd 
was insured for about $100,000, but 
that insurance companies had re- 
fused payment of the money until 
Commissioner Goldman officially 
reports the steamship man 4s 
drowned. 

Patrick Heffernan, one of the pas- 
sengers, who with others had issued 
a call for a mass mont on the 
accident, said last night that, be- 
cause of uncertainty whether Bor- 
ough President Lynch would rmit 
the use of the Borough Hall, the 
meeting would be held next Monday 
night at the Masonic Club in St. 
Marks Avenue, St. George. He ex- 
pected that at least 2,000 of the pas- 
sengers would attend.

Berry Charges Property Owners 


Demand Excessive Prices for 
Site of Approaches. 


$3,000,000. JOB STARTED 


Controller Says He Will Recommend 
to Estimate Board That 
It Abandon Project. 


Controller Berry announced yester- 
day that he will recommend in a re- 
port to the Committee of the Whole 
of the Board of Estimate next Mon 
day that the city abandon plans 
which have been approved by the 


Board of Estimate for three addi- 
tional traffic lanes on the Queens- 
boro Bridge to reduce congestion. 


Controller Berry charged that prop- 
erty owners whose land would have 
to be acquired for viaduct approaches 
have placed excessive valuations on 
their holdings. 

The plan drafted by the Tepe 
ment of Plant and Structures, calling 
for an. expenditure of. $3,000,000, 
would increase the capacity of the 
bridge 50 per cent, Commissioner 
Goldman said in presenting it to the 
Board of Estimate on Nov. 26, 1926. 
Last. June the Committee of the 
Whole approved the project. Com- 
missioner Goldman said yesterday 
that preliminary work has been 
started, the first step being removal 
of the northerly footwalk, on the 
upper deck of the s + Specifica- 
tions for removal of the Interbor- 
ough’s elevated tracks to the north- 
erly side of the bridge are being 
drawn, he said. 

Commissioner Goldman refused to 
comment on the announcement of 
Controller Berry. The Commissioner 
said $1,650,000 has been set aside by 
the Board of Estimate for the im- 
provement thus far, and added that 
the additional traffic capacity of the 
bridge would be 50,000 more motor- 
cars every twenty-four hours. 

Controlier Berry said the Depart- 
ment of Finance recently had at- 
tempted to arrange for options on 
thirty-nine parcels of land held by 
twenty-nine Owners. The property, 
he d, was necessary for construc- 
tion of the viaduct approaches. 

*‘One Queens owner,’ said the Con- 
troller, ‘‘refused to quote a price on 
four and a half lots.’’ Another, he 
said, asked $500,000 for property as- 
sessed at $187,000. 

“In view of this situation,’ said 
Controller Berry, ‘“‘I am going to 
recommend that we ought to aban- 
don the proceedings to do anything 
on the bridge. My man reports that 
several property owners have signed 
retainers with attorneys experienced 
in condemnation proceedings.’’ 


HAMILTON HOLT SCORES 
OLD COLLEGE SYSTEMS 


Tells of New Scheme He Has 
Installed at Rollins, Replac- 
ing Lectare Methods.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 3.—The }. 


recitation and lecture system, as 
typified by the educational methods 
prevailing at Yale and Columbia, 
were criticized in The Yale Daily 
News today by Hamilton Holt, Yale 
’94, now President of Rollins College 
in Florida. 

Mr. Holt’s article called the sys- 
tem ‘‘about as wrong as it can be, 
because it quizzes the student in- 
stead of the wee: because it 
teaches giving little time to prepar- 
ing lessons, and because it results in 
the poor students getting nearly all 
the time of the instructors and the 
good students very little during reci- 
tation. It makes the Faculty mere 
detectives and the student a mere 
receptacle.’’ 

President Holt announced that he 
had installed a system at Rollins 
which has placed education on a 
much happier and more successful 
basis. He writes that his system has 
given the student an eight-hour 
working day and has made him live 
be 9 to it; has given the student power, 

Sion and enthusiasm, and has de- 
veloped the personality and teaching 
skill of the Faculty members. He 
says it is called the ‘‘Two-Hour Con- 
ferénce Plan,” and that it has en- 
tirely superceded at Rollins the an- 
cient lecture and recitation method. 

He cites the following advantages 
for the system: 

1. It will insure faithfulness of 
study on the part of the student. 
The .professor will have little diffi- 
culty in detecting the shirk. 

2. It will relieve the student of the 
whip which is continuously held over 
his head under the old system—never 
ending outside preparation for reci- 
tation. When he has completed his 
daily period, like workers in shop 
and office, he is through, unless he 
is ambitious to continue his work in 
leisure hours. 

3. It. makes the professor, instead 
of a lecturer and quizzer, a guide, 
philosopher and friend. 

4. It abolishes the lock-step, or 
mass system of education, and per- 
mits each student. to go ahead as far 
and as fast as his ability allows. 
The relation of the student is thus 
primarily .to his professor and not 
to his fellow students, 

5. It permits the student and pro- 
fessor to meet, man to man, under 
such conditions of informality and 
cooperation as.are found prevailing 
in after Jife. 

The Conference Plan Gonsists in 
dividing mornings and afternoons 
into two _ two-hour eriods, .with 
thirty minutes interval betweén the 
morning periods three times a week 
for chapel. é morning periods are 
devoted to the subjects in. which the 
student primarily improves his mind. 
So far as possible the first period 
of the afternoon is devoted to labora- 
tory or field ‘work, and the second 


period. to, athletics, outdoor work or | 


recreation. ‘The student’s time in 
the evening is free, excevt when an 
inspirational lecture, a play, or pos- 
sibly a debate’ takes place, but these 
afe usually over, by 9.0’clock.

INQUIRY CUT THE PROFITS 


|Four Men Would’ Have Obtained 


$2,000,000 Each but for 
Government Action. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Now that 
the investigation of the scandals 
growing out of the naval oil reserves 
by Albert B. Fall, ex-Secretary of the 
Interior, is a matter of history, there 
is one phase of that six-year-long 
controversy not yet explained to the 
complete satisfaction of the Senators 
who made the inquiry and of the 
public that has followed the course of 
the investigation. This is the origin of 
the Continental Trading Company, 
Ltd., of Canada, the short-lived cor- 
poration to which was sold more 
than 33,000,000 barrels of Mexia 
(Texas) -oil. - . . 

The committee fought long and 
hard to clear up this feature of the 
case but in the end- failed to get 
very much light. There is little, if 
any, reason to believe the whole 
truth will ever emerge-now, for the 
investigation practical ended on 
Tuesday when Sinclair, who had 
been on the stand two days, was ex- 
cused. 

In the minds of many who have fol- 
lowed the investigation through the 
years, there is an impression that 
Sinclair was the moving spirit in the 
organization of the Continental. The 
evidence does not bear this out. 

As a matter of fact, in the view- 
point of Senator Walsh of Montana 
and other members of the commit- 
tee, H. M. Blackmer, former Chair- 
man of the Board of ' Directors of the 
Midwest Refining Company, and now 
a self-exile in Europe, whence he 
fled to escape service as a witness 
in the civil and criminal trials grow- 
ing out of the Teapot Dome scandal, 
was probably the —— who sug- 
gested the Continental ‘‘rake-off,’’ as 
Senator Walsh calls it. 


$8,000,000 Profits Planned. 


The Continental Trading Company 
idea, in a few words, involved the 
purchase of 33,333,333 barrels of 
Mexia oil for $1.50 and the imme- 
diate resale of the oil to the corpo- 
rations that guaranteed the deal for 
$1.75 a barrel, which: meant, had the 
deal been carried through to the end, 
a resale profit in excess of $8,000,000 
When the Government .came into 
possession of the facts of the deal, 
profits to the amount of $3,080,000 
had been released. 

This leakage of the basic facts of 
the deal to the Government ended 
the resale part of the transaction, 
out of which, as the committee devel-

NOVEL DEFENSE FAILS 
| TO FREE BIGAMIST 
Chemist, Wed 5 Times, Contended 


Indictment Was Faulty as Early 
Marriages Were Not Legal. 





Two hours. of deliberation-were re- 
quired by a jury before County Judge 
Taylor in Brooklyn yesterday to de- 
cide that Clyde A. Fo=, a chemist, 
of Waterville, Me., was a bigamist, 
although he had admitted marrying 
five different women in eight years. 

The jury’s hesitation in arriving 
at the verdict was partly due to the 
novel defense advanced by Fox.

They 
isaid McGraw was slipping. Well, 
you can say for me that that is ab- 
isolutely untrue.

against Fator. 


Race Exciting Toward End. 


It was in the final sixteenth that 
the race grew exciting. Up to that 
point Undercover had been held back 
of the pace set by Hypnotism. Hyp- 


notism had raced up in the fight for 
position and had been the first to 
show in front. Moon kept this geld- 
ing from the Rosedale stable in the 
lead to the stretch turn and beyond 
before McAtee got his chance to put 
Undercover through on the rail and 
assume command. 

McAtee, however, had no sooner 
made his move with the Knapp racer 
than Fator. came on the outside with 
Paragraph.

Paragraph hard 
and had brought her up-from half 
way back in the field. Rushing to- 
ward the sixteenthe pole Undercover 
had a slight lead which diminished 
quickly as Fator went to the whip. 

Then the two raced head and head 
and from the’ stands it looked as if 
the gray with Fator riding desper- 
ately had won the decision as Para- 
graph and Undercover shot by the 
judges’ stand. A cheer went up from 
those who had backed the Buxton 
filly but it died-down in the next 
breath as Undercover’s number was 
hung up. It was as tight a finish as 
the ‘meeting has provided to date. 


Second Winner for McAtee. 


Incidentally, it was the. second 
winner of the afternoon for McAtee. 
Pony had accepted the mount for his 
old contract employer, H. P. Whit- 
ney, on Tantivy in the second race, 


the Fulton Handicap, and he had 
won another close one, beating . n- 
other veteran, Willie Kelsay. This 
Tantivy, by the way, flashed another 
good race and it S not beyond ex- 
pectation that Jimmy Rowe Jr., who 
saddled: the gelding, has one of the 
flashiest of the three-year-olds here- 
abouts. 

Tantivy never started as a two- 
year-old and made his bow to racing 
on Monday by beating Kirkover and 
Campanini, among others. When he 
made his first start there was con- 
siderable uncertainty regarding the 
gelding, excepting in the Whitney 
barn where it was noised about that 
the gelding was fast even though 
untried. 


Tantivy Wins Going Away. 


That race proved it and yesterday’s 
went a bit further toward showing 
that the son of Chicle and Tanya 
can run.

M\HERE’S an odd tangle in the heavyweight situa- 
tion. Tom Heeney, is signed to fight Gene Tun- 
ney. .Jack Sharkey. probably would give Gene & 

better battle than any. other contender now in sight. 
But a third edition of the Dempsey-Tunney debate 
would draw a larger crowd than any other heavy- 
weight program that could be arranged. 

At the moment Jack Dempsey is on thé retired list. 
How long he will stay retired is a matter of much 
conjecture. There is no doubt that he could: get at 
least a quarter of a million for stepping into the ring 
again with James Joseph Tunney. The. fight fans 
would flock to that spectacle, no matter where it was 
held, and the price of admission would be a minor 
detail. 

The Dempsey punch would be the big lure. The 
Manassa Mauler ran a bad second to the Shake- 
spearean scholar through twenty rounds of boxing at 
Philadelphia and Chicago, but he hit by far the heavi- 
est blow of the tournament in the seventh round along 
the Lake Michigan front. For the first time in his 
pugilistic career Gentleman Gene found himself on 
the floor wondering what day of the month it was. 
Tunney got-up and won the fight, but that merely 
means that Gene is a good fighter himself and doesn’t 
at all dim the lustre of Dempsey'’s powerful seventh- 
round fusillade. 

It is with Dempsey as it fs with veteran baseball 
stars. His legs are a bit weak; his arms are inclined 
to tire; but he can still hit. 


A Mistaken Notion. 


Several letters expressing the opinion that Tunney 
was mightily relieved when Dempsey announced his 
retirement have reached this desk. This is a strange 
and in all probability a mistaken notion. 

Tunney could make more money fighting Dempsey 
than he-could gather by fighting anybody else in 
sight. He defeated the Manassa Mauler twice, and 
there is every indication that he could do it a third 
time. He feels sure of it himself, and it’ must be said 
that he has some solid evidence on his side. He thinks 
he can beat Heeney, and the chances are that he is 
correct. But he has never fought Heeney. It is doubt- 
ful that he ever saw Heeney fight. He thinks he can 
beat Sharkey. But he has never fougut Sharkey. 

It is logical.to assume that he would rather meet 
a chap whom he had twice defeated than to tackle a 
total stranger for a much smaller reward. Dempsey’s 
retirement, if he stays retired, will be Tunney’s finan- 
cial loss. It isn’t to be expected that Gene is heartily 
in favor of that sort of thing. 


The Sharkey Problem. 


It’s too bad that Sharks=* wasn’t born somewhere 
along the trail of the Lonesome Pine where men are 
men, and most of them are moonshiners. He would 
have made a great ‘‘feud’’ fighter. He is compara- 
tively tame with people against whom he has no 
grudge, but he is a rip-roaring terror when he picks 
on a personal enemy. 

For instance, he didn’t like Jimmy Maloney. Jimmy 
and his friends made Sharkey unpopular in Sharkey’s 
home’town. Egged on by the Maloney crowd, the 
small children in the neighborhood used to hoot the 
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lithe Lithuanian ‘as he walked the streets, and old wo- 
men; used to throw shoes and second-hand hair-brushes 
at.him from second-story windows. It was one of 
Napoleon’s Field Marshals who said that a campaign 
was really lost when the old women began to throw 
things from the upper-story windows. 

But Sharkey’s campaign wasn’t lost. The insults 
morely goaded him into a delightful fury, and he took 
his revenge by deposting Hdward James Maloney,. 
face downward, on the canvas in the Stadium ring. 

Then, again, Sharkey didn’t like, Jack Delaney. 
Taunts from the Delaney headquarters got under his 
skin. He was in a bad humor, anyhow, because of his 
weak work in the Risko and Heeney fights. On top 
of that, here was a fellow, fifteen pounds lighter, 
threatening to “‘knock’ his head off and throw it in 
his face.” Master Sharkey considered himself insulted 
again. He fought on that plan. 


Another Insult. 


By a mere coincidence, Sharkey feels that he has 
been insulted by another person, and that person is 
James Joseph Tunney, heavyweight champion of the 
world. In delivering the famous Shakespeare lecture 
at Yale University, Gene spoke of Ajax as a boaster 
instead of a real fighter and likened him to Jack 
Sharkey among the moderns. This reference was well 
received at Harkness Hall, but it made no great hit 
in the Sharkey. training camp. The Lithuanian imme- 
diately added Gene Tunney to his ‘‘List of People I 
Do Not Like.’’ 

This bodes no good for Gentleman Gene. Edward 
James Maloney and Ovila Chapdelcine were on that 
list. Where are they now? Of course Tunney is not 
an Edward James Maloney, nor yet an Ovila Chapde- 
laine. He would have a perfect right to consider him- 
self insulted unless this distinction were made clear. 
But at the same time it may have been a mistake to 
rile that Sharkey man. 

It is an easy matter to straighten out, however. 
Tunney is a smart chap, and doubtless he knows half 
a dozen ways of doing it. One way would be for Gene 
to apologize profusely and explain that he was refer- 
ring to two other fellows. Then, if they ever met in 
the ring, the mollified Sharkey would be an easy prey 
for the stalwart and straight-punching champion. 


The Blacksmith Goes to Work. 


In the meanwhile, ‘‘Honest Tom’’ Heeney, the Vil- 
lage Blacksmith, has started oreliminary training for 
his July date with Tunney. He is doing light road 
work and heavy thinking. He will give Tunney a 
fairly brisk argument, but he has never shown any- 
thing to warrant the belief that he is capable of lift- 
ing the crown from the classic brow of the reigning 
champion. 

The main points in Heeney’s favor are his strength, 
his industry and the fact that he has fought nine 
battles in the past year, while Tunney has fought but 
once. Against this one might mention that, when last 
seen in action Tunney was quite as strong as Heeney, 
a better boxer, a more damaging hitter and a more 
impressive fighter in every way. Lack of frequent 
competition is the only real disadvantage under which 
Tunney will labor, but that’s a heavy handicap, as 
more than one champion his found to his sorrow.

THE EGYPTIAN SETTLEMENT. 


In Egypt, too, the saving -of 
“face” counts. Confronted by a 
British ultimatum calling for the 
withdrawal of the Public Assem- 
blies bill under consideration by 
the Egyptian Parliament, Premier 
NAHAS Pasha was fortunate enough 
to discover that one paragraph in 
the bill had been omitted “ by over- 
sight,” and that this permitted 
its postponement till the next ses- 
sion. What the Egyptian statement 
phrased euphemistically the British 
reply was careful to set down 
bluntly. The obnoxious features of 
the bill are to be considered.not as 
postponed but as definitely aban- 
doned. A revival of the issue would 
mean British intervention. On the 
general question of the British 
declaration of 1922 establishing 
Egyptian independence with reser- 
vations London’s reply agrees with 
the Egyptian Premier that the 
action of 1922 was “ unilateral’; so 
unilateral in fact that London “ can 
enter into no discussion” on the 
subject.

WASHINGTON IMPROVEMENTS. 


Hardly a month goes by withou: 
announcement of some new step in 
the aevelopment of plans for the 
beautificaticn of Washington. The 
great public buildings program .at- 
urally moves slowly, but it will soon 
be definitely under way. The bridge 
across the Potomac from the Lin- 
coln ‘Memorial to Arlington is al- 
ready taking sorm. At one end of 
it the matchless memorial itself is 
finding an ever more exquisite set- 
ting in‘cherry, box and pool. At 
the other erd the Secretury of War 
is busy with plans for a fitting mon- 
ument at the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier. The Mall will soon come 
into its own. An occasional obstacle 
arises, and the ultimate plan is sure 
to fall short of that perfection which 
is the dreamer’s delight, but if 
L’ENFANT himself were alive today, 
he would have to admit that the Fed- 
eral city is making real progress 
toward the substantial realization 
of his vision. 

The latest..project relates to the 
development of the grounds about 
the Capitol. On April 11 President 
COOLIDGE signed a bill creating a 
“Commission for the Enlargement 
of the Capitol Grounds,” consisting 
of the Vice President, the Speaker 
of the House and a number of Sen- 
ators and Representatives.. On April 
24 they brought in ‘heir repo-t. 
Rather quick work! They had alter- 
native schemes before them. One 
involved slicing off a corner of the 
present grounds to make room for a 
proper approach from the railroad 
station. The other, which they have 
unanimously approved, affords op- 
portunity for a much more spacious 
treatment of this area. 

The land to the north of the Capi- 
tol, between it and the Union Station, 
has long been set apart, at least on 
paper, for appropriate integration 
with the Capitol Grounds and the 
Mall. But the purchase of the prop- 
erty was a slow business, and the 
exigencies of war required the erec- 
tion of temporary buildings on the 
property already acquired. It was 
not until last Summer that the Gov: 
ernment bought in the last of the 
Icts and set to work to tear the old 
buildings down. Under the plan now 
recommended, which has the ap- 
proval of the Fine Arts Commission 
and the National Park and Planning 
Commission, a broad avenue will Le 
cut through from the fountain in 
front of the railroad station south- 
west to Pennsylvania Avenue, and 
the park will be extended to the 
north. Surface cars will be put in 
subways so that they shall not mar 
the landscape nor jar the sensitive 
Senatorial ear. 

So this beautiful capital grows in 
beauty. The Easter pilgrimage to 
Washing.on is becoming an institu- 
tion and the cherry blossoms an in- 
creasing lure. Here is a drive three 
or tour miles long, with hardly a 
crossing to disturb the even flow of 
traffic, and yet so quick is the con- 
tagion of a warm Spring afternoon 
that it sometimes takcs an hour to 
make the circuit, so great is the 
crush of motors. Some other phases 
of the capital’s growth are not <0 
encouraging. Local real estate oper- 
ators are wont .to lean too heavily 
on steam shovels and second mort- 
gages, and many of the outlying sec- 
tions of Washington are none too 
sightly. There the Nationa! Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, with 
its affiliated boards, has an unusual 
opportunity. 


“SOMEBODY IN TROUBLE.” 


This, said Mr. SHERMAN C. KINGS- 
LEY in his presidential address in 
Memphis, Tenn., before the National 
Conference of Social Work, organ- 
ized fifty-five years ago as the Na- 
tional Conference of Charities and 
Correction, is the beginning of so- 
cial service. It did not then have 
that name. It was just helping 
somebody in trouble. Those who 
helped did not think of themselves 
as social workers. In still earltisr 
days every one shared in the “cor- 
rective tutelage” .or helpful min- 
istries of neighborhood intimacies. 
The behavior opinions of the neigh- 
borhood furnished “simple substi- 
tutes for psychoanalysis I. Qs.” But 
with the trend to the cities such 
oversight anu aid became difficult. 
Little companies of persons in every 
community of size began to visit in 
an organized way those who were 
sick of body or were troubled ot 
mind or were without the means of 
livelihood, or in the toils of the law. 

What they found is brought to 
view by Dr. KINGSLEY: in insane 
asylums, straitjackets, cells, 
ankle chains and | in 
common = almshouses in which 
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served subjects in the declaration-of 


men, epileptics, tactile suid and 
other.. defectives; orphan asylums 
filled with little children, from which 
earload shipments were sent out to 
be indentured or bound out in far- 
distant regions; outdoor relief dis- 
tributed without constructive plan, 
in the form of beans, pairs of shoes, 
flannels and buckets of coal; and 
prisons where damaged health and 
moral degradation were added to the 
penalty imposed by the sentence. 
These were some of the things they 
found, and they came together for 
the first time in 1873 from many 
parts of the country to confer as to 
what should be-done. Such a na- 
tional conference has been held every 
year sinc. and has become more and 
more valuable in its contributions to 
human welfare; for, with all the ef- 
ficiency of the machine age, its sys- 
tem and its power, there is a need 
for which no machine. can -provide, 
there is something which only hu- 
man sympathy and understanding 
can supply—‘“ the inner covenant of 
social service.” 

This most intimate and precious 
community service must: neverthe- 
less be administered with intelligence 
as well as sympathy, lest it fail to 
reach those in trouble, or injure 
those who make capital of their ills 
and prey upon their neighbors. It 
is toward such a service that the 
Welfare Council looks in this city— 
a@ service which has a clear concep- 
tion of the collective need, treating 
it as a unit, and which carries in its 
heart a neighborly kindness that 
makes its application to each indi- 
vidual with a technique taught of 
study and experience, regarding the 
trouble of each as its own. 





LITERATURE AND JOURNALISM. 


Lord BIRKENHEAD has been get- 
ting Mr. BALDWIN into trouble again. 
The Prime Minister was asked in the 
House of Commons whether he had 
given attention to “ the contributions 
to current journalism” made or 
announced from the pens of Lord 
BIRKENHEAD and Mr. WINSTON 
CHURCHILL. It had been promised 
by Mr. BALDWIN. three years ago 
that he would take order against 
literary work of that kind by mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. But here it was 
breaking out again. Mr. BALDWIN 
was asked to explain. So far as con- 
cerns Mr. CHURCHILL, the Prime 
Minister said that “the Chancellor 
“of the Exchequer informs me that 
“any literary contributions which he 
“may publish while in office will 
“strictly conform to the conditions I 
“laid down.” The irrepressible Bir- 
KENHEAD was, of course, a horse of 
another color. He had been publish- 
ing an article on the position of 
women in modern life, but “ my 
“noble friend informs me that it 
“treats the subject in so.general a 
“form that he had not expected ex- 
“ception would be taken to it.” This 
provoked ribald laughter in the 
House, as did also the Prime Minis- 
ter’s admission that perhaps Lord 
BIRKENHEAD had made “ an error of 
judgment.” That is what he is 
always making. 

These party and personal squab- 
bles are not of so much consequence 
as the Prime Minister’s attempt to 
distinguish between literature and 
journalism, and between different 
forms of publication. He boldly 
asked the question: ‘“‘ What is jour- 
nalism and what is not?” He ad- 
mitted that he could not answer 
with any confidence or completeness, 
since “the distinction is very fine.” 
But it seemed clear to him that there 
is a plain difference between news- 
paper articles and literary, historical 
or philcsophical writings. That can 
scarcely be denied, but it does not 
settle the old dispute. The Prime 
Minister might have quoted the say- 
ing of BARRIE that journalism is that 
form of literature which honors a 
man after he has given it up. 

The main point on which the Prime 
Minister was pressed was whether 
he had not laid down a sweeping 
prohibition against Cabinet members 
“writing articles in the press.” 
Reference was made to advance pub- 
lication of a chapter from a forth- 
coming book by Lord BIRKENHEAD 
on criminology. Mr.. BALDWIN re- 
plied with the utmost gravity, though 
in the act’ he upset the gravity of 
the House, “1 do not consider that 
this is an article in the press.” Thus 
the main. question was evaded, 
though not very neatly. The Prime 
Minister left the distinct impression. 
however, that he was annoyed to 
find that the too ready writers in his 
Government were rushing into print, 
whether their efforts are to be called 
journalism or literature—or neither.

Travelers in Eu- 
rope report that 
the tradition of 
American streets

is by no means extinct. It is almost 
literally true of the ‘‘chimney cor- 
ner’’ plot at 1 Wall Street, which has 
just been sold at a price equivalent 
to $725 per square foot. The com- 
bined valuation of the land and pres- 
ent improvements is about $960 a 
square foot. That means a value of 
$5 per square inch for the land alone 
and of $7 a square inch including the 
structure upon it. The superficial 
area of a $5 gold piece would be 
about five-eighths of a square inch. 
This means that if the ‘‘chimney-cor- 
ner’ plot were covered with gold 
half-eagles the currency value of the 
pavement would be nearly equivalent 
to the assessed valuation of the im- 
pro.ed property. 

It is hard to think of an objec- 
tion to the itatement that 1 Wall 
Street has long been considered the 
most valuable piece of real estate of 
it size in the world. Doub..:ss there 
are other realty parcels in this coun- 
try and elsewhere that could not be 
had even -or $1,000 a square foot; but 
this would be where commercial con- 
siderations cannot enter. Thus it is 
impossible to. say what price per 
square foot the American people 
would entertain for the site of the 
Washington Monument, or Great 
Britain for a section of the Nelson 
Column in Trafalgar Square, or 
France for a strip of the Louvre. 

In the course of the World War 
heavy prices were paid for compar - 
tively small pieces of. real estate. 
There must be acreage in the vicinity 
of Verdun which, in money alone, 
represents an enormou: price paid 
by parties of the first and the sec- 
ond part.

Anti-Hoover Republicans will lie about 
Hoover before the convention. Anti-Smith 
Democrats will lie about Smith. Then if both 
Hoover and Smith are nominated, Republi- 
cans will quit lying about Hoover and con- 
centrate on Smith, while the Democrats re- 
Strict their misrepresentation to Hoover. 

Newspapers were formerly given to the 
same practices; they were “party organs.”’ 
They thrived if their party won and shrunk 
if it lost. But, happily, the party organ in 
the old-time. sense is rare today. There has 
been a vast improvement. More newspapers 
are independent. The independent paper 
does not have to be neutral. It can support 
one candidate without feeling obligated to 
malign the other. 

Last January The New York Telegram ex- 
Pressed the belief that Hoover was the 
strongest of the Republican candidates and 
Smith the outstanding Democrat. Further- 
more, we announced that if both Hoover 
and Smith are nominated, we would support 
Hoover, but that in event of nomination of 
Smith by the Democrats, and a reactionary 
Republican, we would support Smith. 

The nomination of strong men by both par- 
ties assures the clection of a strong Presi- 
dent. Hence we helieve it the duty of truly 
independent newspapers to work in both 
vineyards before candidates are nominated. 

The clement of personal desire that domi- 
nates the professiona)] politician is absent 
from an independent newspaper’s actions. 
There is no temptation, because there is 
nothing that either Hoover or Smith can do 
for us. We want no political jobs. A selfish 
motive exists only in that what is best for 
the country is »est for all newspaper pub- 
lishers, 

Any voter can be just as independent if he 
will approach his pulitical obligations as a 
citizen rather than a= a party member, con- 
sidering men and issues rather than party 
labels,

MR. HOOVER’S CANDIDACY. 


it May Lead to Deadlock, ‘In Which 
Case There Is Dr. Butler. ’ 
To the Editor of The New York Times: : 
THE Times of -April 28 printed -a 
letter from Frank’G. Morris in which 
he criticized George K. Morris, ‘the 
Republican State Chairman, and 
Charles D. Hilles, the National Com- 
mitteeman, for holding back from 
the endorsement of the candidacy of 
Mr. Hoover, questioning their. politi- 
cal judgment and even their good 
faith in this matter. 

The problem of political leaders in 
deciding ‘what candidates to support 
for the Presidency is not only one of 
fitness for the position, but vote-get- 
ting ability, and in Mr. Hoover's case 
there is a grave question in the minds 
of many of the important leaders in 
the Republican Party as.to whether 
he could carry either the wet East- 
ern States or the agricultural West- 
ern States against a candidate like 
Governor Smith. The people. who 
are most vocal in registering their: 
opinions in straw ballots are fre- 
quently not the ones whose ears are 
close to the ground politically. The 
Republican Party desires to win in 
the coming campaign, and it is the 
right and duty of the leaders to con- 
sider with the utmost care the avail- 
ability of the candidates from this 
point of view. 

In the opinion of many shrewd ob- 
servers Mr. Hoover’s strength in the 
Republican National Convention will 
be greatest at the outset, and will 
never attain sufficient proportions to 
secure his nomination. A condition 
of deadlock may well develop, in 
which it will be necessary to turn to 
some one other than the present ac- 
tive candidates. A nomination dic- 
tated in a back room by a small 
group of leaders, as was the case in 
1920, will not be tolerated, but in the 
event that it becomes necessary to 
turn to some outstanding man of un- 
questioned Presidential calibre for 
the solution of ihe situation, New 
York State has such a man available 
in the person of Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler. His record is such that he 
would stand the best chance of any 
of the possible candidates.of defeat- 
ing Governor Smith in the East, 
while his broad understanding of our 
national problems and his sympathy 
with the point of view of the farmers 
would make him a strong candidate 
in. the West. He is the one man who 
has been prominently mentioned over 
whom Governor Smith would have no 
decided advantage in any section, 
save the South, which the Democrats 
will carry as usual. 

Mr. Hoover has done e constructive 
work in the Department of Com- 
merce in bringing better coordination 
into the business of the country and 
would be a strong candidate with the 
business community, but it is such 
questions as I have suggested which 
have to be considered by the respon- 
sible leaders of the party, if victory 
is to be assured in the coming cam- 
paign.

WHY THE SENATE? 


Presidential Committee Suggested 
for Campaign Finance Control. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THE TimMgEs exposition today of the 
reasons for the publicity and control 
of Presidential campaign financing 
provided by the Robinson resolution 
is cogent and to the point. 

But why the Senate? What is there 
in the Constitution which makes 
that body, rather than the House, or 
both conjointly, the wardens against 
corrupt or questionable practices? 

To be sure, we have the example 
of 1920 wh>n a similar Senate com- 
mittee undertook to supervise the 
campaign management, whcse ac- 
tivities, no doubt, made it harder for 
the money-raisers. Yet the money- 
spenders were not curbed, as witness 
the scandals growing out of the 
deficits. So it is not the contribu- 
tions to the campaign’ committees 
that need watching as much as the 
contributions from those committees. 
If a Feieral authority is to do the 
watching, why not one duly consti- 
tuted by law with distinctly defined 
powers and duties? Why, too, Ccon- 
fine it to Presidential elections when 
Senatorial and Congressional cam- 
paigns differ only in magnitude and 
degree? 

Again the question, Why the Sen- 
ate? Why a committee appointed by 
the Vice President? Why not inquisi- 
tors appointed, as the Constitution 
“contemplates for such functions, by 
the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate?

effect that State old age pensions 
are ‘‘a discredited experiment.”” Mr. 
Shermasiy of course, knows that this 
is not quite true, since something like 
thirty-five nations today are caring 
for their dependent aged through 
systems of old age pensions or insur- 
ance. Since the World War fourteen 
additional countries adopted such 


‘plans and only a month ago, France, 


the most thrifty and individualistic 
nation, enacted one of the most com- 
prehensive systems of social insur- 


ance. -This record is hardly ‘‘dis- 
crediting.”’ 
Mr. Sherman’s contentions that 


somehow the United States alone can 
escape sound State or Federal pro- 
vision for the aged are based solely 
on the conclusions drawn by himself 
of the findings of the recent report of 
the National Civic Federation con- 
ducted under his general direction. 
The conclusions. of that report have 
become so discredited everywhere 
that one is surprised to find Mr. 
Sherman bringing’ them up again. 
The very facts contained in that re- 
port repudiate Mr. Sherman’s con- 
clusions. 

In a recent article in ‘The New Re- 
public Dr. I. M. Rubinow, one of the 
leading authorities in this field, 
showed that in-spite of the fact that 
the cases: selected by the Civic Fed- 
eration’s investigators were not at all 
representative of the general work- 
ing population, since it included more 
than twice the normal percentage of 
manufacturers, merchants, profes- 
sional persons, and so forth, and 
aside from the fact that the enumer- 
ators excluded entirely the aged al- 
ready provided for in public and pri- 
vate relief institutions, the Federa- 
tion’s own. investigations showed 
that: 


(1) Twenty-five per cent. of the 
men and 34 per cent. of the women 
over 65 years of age own no prop- 
erty at all. 

(2) Forty per cent. have no in- 
come from work or business and 
some 17 per cent. have neither 
property nor income. 

(3) Over 25 per cent., by their own 
admission, are totally unable to 
work, and 30 per cent. are able to 
do only light work which, added 
to the disqualification of age, makes 
them practically unavailable for in- 
dustry. The comparatively high 
percentage of those still able to 
work (about 45 per cent.) is prob- 
ably largely due to the peculiar oc- 
cupational distribution, the exces- 
sive representation of professional 
and commercial groups. 

(4) Many of those who were 
forced to retire are, in addition, 
afflicted by chronic illness, rheu- 


and so forth. 

(5) Of the total number, some 60 
per cent. receive no aid, and 40 
per cent. are assisted primarily by 
children and to some extent’ by 
other relatives and friends. The 
number of those supported by pub- 
lic charity is very small, less than 
1.5 per cent. That, of course, is 
largely explained by the failure to 
include any old people maintained 
in institutions.

WINNER OF MANY AWARDS

PHILADELPHIA, May 3.—Dr. Ed- 


}gar Fahs Smith, provost of the Uni 


versity of. Pennsylvania from 1911 
to 1920, chemist of world fame and 
one of America’s leading educators, 
died of pneumonia shortly after 8 
o’clock tonight in the university hos- 
pital here. He would have been 72 
years old on May 23. 

Dr. Smith had been ill only a few 
days. His wife, Mrs. argie A. 
Gruel Smith, and a nephew, Gibson 
Smith of York, Pa., were at his bed- 
side when he died. 

Born at York, Pa., where his an- 
cestors had settled several gener- 
ations previously, Dr. Smith pre 
pared for college at the York County 
Academy, where he suv uentiy 
was an instructor. In 1872 he en- 
tered the junior class of Pennsylva- 
nia College, Gettysburg, Pa., and 
received the degree of Bachelor of 
Science in 1874. 


Studied in Germany. 


Dr. Smith then went to Germany, 
where he entered the: University of 
Goettingen, specializing in chemis- 
try. Returning to the United States 
in 1876, he became an assistant in 


analytical chemistry to Professor 
F. A. Genthe of the Towne Scientific 
Renee of the University of Pennsy} 
vania. 

In 188% he was called to Muhien- 
berg College, Allentown, Pa., and 
then to Wittenberg College. Spring- 
field, Ohio. In 1888 he returned 
the University of Pennsylvania to 
take the chair of analytical chemis- 
try. Four years Inter he was named 
head of the Department of Chemis- 
try, and in 1898 became Vice Provost. 
He was named thirteenth Provost 
of the university in i911, following 
the resignation of Dr. Cha ties Custis 
Harrison, and continued in that 
capacity until 1920, when he rési _ 
both as Provost and Blanchard 
fessor of Chemistry. He was then

stry.

He was a 
member of the jury of award at the 
Chicago Exposition in 1893, a mem- 
ber of the United States Assav Cont- 
mission in 1895 and from 1901 to 
1905 adviser in chemistry to Car- 
negie Institute and a trustee of the 
Carnegie Foundation from: 1914 to 
1920. He alsc had been President 
of Wistar Institute of this city, a 
member of the Electoral College of 
Pennsylvania, a research assoctate 
to Carnegie Institute, and was a 
member of the Board of Technical 
Advisers of the Washington Dis- 
armament Conference. 

Dr. Smith also was a member of 
the National Academy of Sciences, 
President of the American Philosoph- 
ical Society from 1902 to 1906, Pres- 
ident of the American Chemical So- 
ciety im 1898, 1921 and 1922; Vice 
President, of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Sctence 
in 1898; member of the: of 
the Chemical Industry, and of the 
Philadelphia School of Pharmacy and 
Science; an honorary member of the 
American Electrochemical Societv.

Tells British tron and Steel 
‘Institute of Work Done 
for Allies in War. 


OPPOSESCOLLECTING DEBTS 


Sixth American to Receive Distinc- 
tion Calls It Realization of 
His Boyhood Dreams. 


Wireless to TH= New York Times, 

LONDON, May. 3.—Charles M. 
Schwab, ruddy, smiling, full of rem- 
iniscences.as ever, stood before the 
Iron and Steel Institute of Great 
Britain today and received the Besse- 
mer gold medal. It was an honor 
which he described as a ‘‘castle in 
Spain dream of my boyhood,’’ mean- 
ing the more to him as he is one of 
the few men living who knew Henry 
Bessemer personally more than forty 
years ago. 


He told the British steel men how 
the Bethlehem factory had been de- 
voted to the manufacture of allied 
munitions during the war and how 
‘a fortune almost unmentionable was 
offered to me to decline to place it 
at the Allies disposal.’’ 

“There wasn’t enough money in 
the whole of Europe to make me 
break my will,’’ he said. amid ap- 
plause. 

“T am one of the men in America 
who openly believed and stated that 
while we were not able to contribute 
with manpower in the war it was 
our duty to contribute money,’’ he 
said, adding that he did not favor 
the collection of debts from men who 
stood together in the war. 

He said he had done a million 
of pounds of. business with Britain 
without a contract in writing and 
“there had never been one word of 
dispute, difficulty or unpleasantness 
during the whole period.’’ 

Later Mr. Schwab gave ‘a charac- 
teristic, reminiscént interview full of 
homilies for success in. life. He told 
also of how he had started his career 
by es stakes for $10 a month. 

Today he will be the luncheon 
guest of the English Speaking Union, 
Lord Reading presiding. 


Schwab Praises Bessemer. 


In accepting the Bessemer Gold 
Medal for distinguished merit in pro- 
moting the metallurgy of iron and 
r. Schwab said, in part: 

“Tt has been my privilege to be 
accorded a distinctions. I: have 
not been worthy of all of them,, In 
fact, I have often felt like the ser- 
geant-major in France during the 
war who, upon being approached by 
a friend and being asked for what 
he was awarded all the medals which 
adorned his chest, replied: 

‘«*Well, you see, this one I got by 
mistake, and all the others I got be- 
cause I had that one.’ 

“Sir Henry Bessemer encountered 
the difficulties which all inventors of 
new ideas experience. It was many 
years after he effected his process 
before the industry which was to so 
magnificently benefit by it was will- 
ing to accept it as a practicable plan. 
It anyon very strongly to my im- 
agination as a steel manufacturer to 
realize that the fundamental result 
of Sir Henry’s process was greatly to 
cheapen the cost along with improv- 
ing the quality of the product. 

“The first American to receive this 
distinction was the famous Peter 
Cooper, one of the pioneers of Amer- 
ican industry. And, oddly enough, 
you awarded the Bessemer Medal to 
Peter Cooper in the year 1879, the 
same year in which Sir Henry Besse- 
mer received his knighthood and the 
same year in which I had the priy- 
ilege of beginning work as a humble 
laborer. 

“You have conferred this distinc- 
tion upon four other great Ameri- 
cans—Abram S. Hewitt, John Fritz, 
Henry Marion Howe and Andrew Car- 
negie. I am pee beyond words to 
be the next follow Mr. Carnegie 
among the Americans to be added to 
the distinguished British, French 
and other names which you ‘have 
honored in this unique manner.”’ 

Mr. Schwab, after telling of the 
bonds uniting the British and Ameri- 
can steel industries, said: 

“Through our knowledge and un- 
derstanding of each other, through 
our appreciation of one another’s 
efforts in our own particular field, 
we are brought into a closer under- 
standing, and through that closer 


understanding a further bond of un-| ® 


derstanding is developed among the 
great English-speaking peoples. 

‘“‘We would like to see this under- 
standing increase. and broaden. We 
in America, and: I am in a position 
to say we of the iron and steel busi- 
ness in particular, respect and ad- 
mire you of Great Britain. We like 
to think that you respect and admire 
us. There can be no doubt whatever 
that upon the basis of such contin- 
ued respect and admiration among 
all the English-speaking peoples, 
there is maintained one of the 
strongest possible foundations for 
the peace and progress of the. world. 

“And it is in the spirit of hope 
and confidence that the iron and 
steel industry of Great Britain and 
of the United States may continue 
to collaborate toward that great end, 
that I stand before you'today and 
thank you from the bottom of my 
heart for the great honor you have 
conferred upon me.”’ -

Institute of Social Sciences was pre- 
sented. to Robert W.:.de Forest, 
Liberty Hyde Bailey and Willis Rod- 
ney Whitney at a dinner of the insti- 
tute last night at the Waldorf.

The Hague “‘machine”’ of Jersey 
City again met the Jeffersonian Dem- 
ocrats last evening, and the legal 
victory rested temporarily with the 
former.

It was some weeks ago that James 
Burkitt, a real estate agent living 
at 76 Van Wagenes Avenue, began 
his propaganda on the subject of tax- 
ation. He described himself as a 
“Jeffersonian Democrat,” an oppo- 
nent of Mayor Frank Hague and a 


believer in the theory that the taxes 
of Jersey City are higher for .the 


value than anywhere else in the 
United States. . ; 

At many meetings of the City Com- 
missioners he begged permission to. 
speak upon his favored subject,.but 
for long it was in vain. Finally, 


Wednesday morning, he visited -Po- 
lice Headquarters and obtained a 


permit from Chief Battersby. What 
happened then is Jersey City history, 
for when he climbed the steps of 
City Hall, eggs and tomatoes were 
thrown and he was eventually driven 
forth without having spoken. His 
only promise was that Thursday 
night he would describe taxes’ from 
the vantage point of Duncan Ave- 
nue and Hudson Boulevard, on the 
southwest corner of which is the 


apartment residence of Mayor 
gue. ' 


Big Crowd on Hand. 


Lsat evening at 7 o’clock—an hour 
before the scheduled time for ‘the 
meeting—all four corners of the in- 
tersection were crowded. Mingling 


with them were detectives and twenty 
patrolmen under the direction of 
<potain Harry Walsh. The windows 
of the Mayor’s apartment shone out 
darkly against the moon; apparently 
no one was there. ; 

By 8 o’clock it was estimated that 
over 5,000 persons were, standing in 
the street and on the sidewalk. | 

At three minutes after 8 there was 
@ prolonged cheer as an old Ford 
truck appeared. On the back of ‘the 
truck stood Burkitt. With him was 
his attorney, August Ziegener. 


Halts Under Mayor’s Window. 
The truck came to a halt directly 
under the dark windows’ of the 
Mayor’s home and Ziegener climbed 
out. The crowd burst into a thun- 


derous cheer of greeting and Burkitt 
waved in reply. He had promised to 
wear his cgg-spattered suit of the 
night before but had apparently 
changed his mind, for he was dressed 
in blue. He is a tall’ man and wiry 
and speaks with a pronounced Ala- 
bamian accent. . 

While the crowd was cheering as 
loudly as it could Captain Walsh ap- 
proached the attorney and asked 
whether a permit for the meeting 
had been issued by the police. Mr. 
Ziegener replied that although. he 
had requested one it had not been 
issued. Cap Walsh was very 
sorry, but he was afraid the gather- 
ing could go no further. Mr. 
Ziegener pointed out that his client 
had not attempted to s as yet 
and could. not be arrested until he 
did. Captain Walsh agreed to wait. 

For another five minutes the noise 
kept up, part of the crowd cheerin 
the speaker, part praising the senti- 
ments engraved on placards alon 
the side of the truck—‘‘Budget, 1918, 
$6,222,242—Budget, 1928, $14,312,147.”’ 
There were a few cat-calls inter- 
spersed with the lines of praise. 

Finally Burkitt held up his hand 
for silence, and as the tumult and 
the shouting died he suddenly picked 
up a large American flag hidden in 
the truck’s body and wrapped it 
around himself. There were lengthy 
cheers. Then he began to speak:

Meeting Halts Abruptly. 

The meeting stopped abruptly, and 
as the reason for its stopping .be- 
came apparent to the: members of 
the audience the «cheers © were 
changed in a flash to catcalls,.

Sible police disaster. The windows of 
the Mayor’s. rooms were still’ dark, 
but no comments were being ad- 
dressed to him at that time.

GERMANY SEEKS SEAT 
ON WORLD COURT BENCH 


Movement Starts for Post. of 
Judge Moore—League Called 
for Sept. 3. 





GENEVA, May 3 (#).—The German 
stage seems being set for an attempt 
to elect a German Judge to the 
World Court to succeed Judge John 
Bassett Moore, American; who re- 
cently resigned. 

The problem of a successor to 
Judge Moore will face the ninth As- 
sembly of the League, which was 
convoked today by Dr. Urrutia of 
Colombia, President of the Council, 
for Sept. 3, and advices reaching Ge- 
neva today indicated a growing prob- 
ability that German jurisprudence 
would act to obtain the vacancy for 
one of its members. 

It is felt in Germany that that na- 
tion should be represented on the 
court, particularly since it is the only 
great power which has signified un- 
conditional adherence to the court’s 
compulsory arbitration clause. ~ 

On the other hand, the opinion pre- 
vails here that if Charles Evans 
Hughes should consent to nomination 


for the post his choice would be al- 
most a certainty. In any event, the 
queekeen of a successor to Judge 
oore looks as if it will become one 
of the outstanding problems for solu- 
tion at the September Assembly. 
The setback given to disarmament 
at the recent Geneva sessions will 
figure importantly also in the agenda 
the Assembly, when the delegates 


S| insist, as is regarded likely, upon an 


early resumption of the are of 
the Preparatory Disarmament Com- 
mission. 

The third outstanding question be- 
fore the Assembly will be the election 
of non-permanent members of the 
Council for terms of, three years to 
succeed to the places now held by 
Colombia, the Netherlands and 
China. If Argentina should acquiesce 
in renewed full-fledged. membership 
in the League its election to member- 
ship in the Council is regarded as a 
certainty. Spain is already oo

| CHARGES BREACH OF TRUST 


Response .to Attack Accuses. Critic 
of Deliberately Confusing 
Conference Issues. 


Gross mismanagement of Zionist 
affairs and unfitness’ for leadership 
were charged against Louis Lipsky, 
President ‘of the Zionist Organization 
of America yesterday by Samuel ‘J. 
Rosensohn, attorney, of 27 William 
Street, who recently resigned with 
others. from the Administrative Com- 
mittee of that organization and who 
was one of those who brought spéci- 
fic charges against the heads ‘of the 
movement’ at a conference of lead- 
ing American Zionists in Washington 
last week. ; 4 

Mr. Rosensohn’s charges were em- 
bodied in a reply to the statement 
of Mr. Lipsky last Tuesday, which 
Mr. Rosensohn characterized as ‘‘so 
gross a distortion of the facts as 
to call for an answer.” 

Mr.. Lipsky issued .an additional 
statement yesterday in reply to the 
charges implying that Mr. Rosen- 
sohn sought to becloud the issues 
raised by the Washington ‘confer- 
ence, explaining the relationship be- 
tween the American Zionist organi- 
zation and the American Zion Com- 
monwealth, asserting that Mr. Ro- 


sensohn’s assertions were untrue. 
Mr. Rosensohn’s statement said, in 


rt: 
ee The criticism of the American 
Zion’ Commonwealth by the Wash- 
ington conference was not directed 
to the assistance given to the Amer- 
ican Zion Commonwealth by the 
United Palestine Appeal, but to the 
gross mismanagement of the affairs 
of the American Zion Commonwealth 
which created the condition that 
made that assistance necessary, if 
the Zionist Organization of. Amer- 
ica’ and the Zionist institutions in 
Palestine were to be saved from 
bankruptcy. 

‘‘This mismanagement, for which 
his administration must bear full re- 
sponsibility, is as follows: 


Had Only Nominal Capital. 


“The - American - Zion Common- 
wealth, which was organized as a 
business corporation under the laws 
of the State of New York. with only 
a@ nominal capital, incurred : obliga- 
tions‘ in America and Palestine in 
excess of $3,000,000. ; : 

“It sold land to purchasers when 


it did not have title to that land. — 

“It speculated in the purchase of 
lands in Palestine with moneys re- 
ceived from American purchasers 
without giving the purchasers what 
they had paid for. : 

“It us those moneys to finance 
the Haifa Bay project, to go into a 
partnership with another land .com- 
pany and into a partnership for build- 
ing a hotel. ; 

“Wor the aggrandizement of the 
persons in control of the affairs. of 
the company in Palestine, moneys 
received from American purchasers 
were, in violation of the rights of 
those purchasers, used not to acquire 
the land sold but to save the invest- 
ment of persons in no way connected 
with the American Zion Common- 
wealth. 

“‘Not@ were issued and obligations 
were incurred by the American Zion 
Commonwealth without the slightest 
regard to the ability of that company 
to meet these obligations. 

*In addition, Mr. Lipsky without 
the authority or even the knowledge 
of the administrative committee of 
the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica, guaranteed on behalf of the 
Zionist Organization of America to 
the Central Mercantile Bank $285,- 
000 of notes of the American Zion 
Commonwealth. 

‘It is that mismanagement, con- 
stituting as it does a gross breach 
of trust, which was the subject of 
criticism by the Washington confer- 
ence. 


Charges Confusion of Issues. 
Mr. Lipsky’s reply said, in part: 
“Mr. Rosensohn seems deliberately 

interested in confusing the issues 
raised by the Washington conference 


of those opposed to the present Zion- 
ist Organization, presided over by 
Judge Mack, regarding the American 
Zion Commonwealth. 

‘He does not prefer to remember 
that at no time was the Administra- 
tive Committee of the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America responsible, di- 
rectly or indirectly, for the manage- 
ment of the American Zion Com- 
monwealth, either in I’ew York or 
in Jerusalem. Nevertheless, from 
1919 through 1921, up to 1925-26, the 
entire Zionist Organization was en- 
gaged in giving fully moral support 
to the activities of the American 
Zion Commonwealth,’’ 

Speaking of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion’s intervention in the affairs of 
the commonwealth, Mr. Lipsky said: 

“This was done, first, to protect 
the interests of the American land 
purchasers; second, in order that 
land in Palestine purchased by 
Jews should not be returned into 
the hands of Arabs; third, to protect 


/the interests of general creditors of 


Palestine. 

‘With regard to the statement 
made by Mr. Rosensohn that I r- 
anteed, on behalf of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America to the Cen- 
tral Mercantile Bank, $285,000 worth 
of notes of the American Zion Com- 
monwealth, I desire to say that this 
statement is absolutely unfounded 
and contrary to the facts. It is 


untrue. 
“By turning a question of Zionist 


policy into a matter of recrimina- 
tion and vilification, Mr. n 
clearly demonstrates his lack of un- 
derstanding of the true purposes of 
the Zionist movement.”’

FRANCE 1S BUILDING 
THIRTY SUBMARINES 


Experts Predict She Will’ Have 
a Fleet of One. Hundred 
Within Two Years. 


LOOKS TO AFRICAN COLONIES 


Foreign Powers’ Interest Stirred by. 
Plans to Strengthen Com- 
munications Lines.

PARIS, May 3.—The recent an- 
nouncement that France will soon 
possess two of the most powerful 
submarines in .the~ world, the ; re- 
doubtable Vengeur, now ready’ for 
initial trials, and the Surcouf, about 
to be laid down in a French yard, 
has attracted the attention of foreign 
powers to the great activity displayed 
by France in this arm of sea defense. 
From reliable statistics it appears 
that France has thirty submarines 
under ‘construction at the present 
moment and four undergoing trials. 

It is no seeret that the French Gov- 
ernment has been concentrating on 
submarine building more than on 
any other branch of its navy. - Ef- 
forts of foreign powers to advance 
the movement for the abolition of 
undersea craft have found France 
cold, and in this the French-feel. they 
are more than justified because of 
the increasing importance of the 
African colonies in the French 
scheme of defense. 

Judging from the tonnage of the 
submarines under construction, e 
majority of the thirty are. intended 
to protect the free and unrestricted 
movement of troops and supply ships 
between France and her African 
colonies should another war develop. 
At least sixteen are less than 800 
tons and the majority are about 600 
tons. According to ‘‘Jahe’s Fighting 
Ships For 1927,’’ France has fifty- 
seven submarines in commission. 
With the thirty under construction 
this would make a total of eighty- 
seven. 

The same authority credits Great 
Britain with fifty-four submarines 
commissioned and six building, and 
the United States with 120 commis- 
sioned plus three building, plus four 
authorized. 

However, the French figure in- 
cludes old undersea ships which will 
soon reach the obsolete stage. Noth- 
ing is known concerning the total 
number of submarines to be laid 
down this year, but in the opinion of 
experts it is reasonable to suppose 
that within the next two years France 
probably will have 100 submarines in 
commission, even taking into account 
the permanent retirement of a cer- 
tain number of those now in-service. 

Among the larger undersea ships 
under construction are seven of more 
than 1,500 tons. The new construc- 
tion also includes mine layers and 
coast defense submarines, but the 

enerally understood submarine pol- 
cy has chiefly in mind the mainte- 
nance of the line of communications 
in any emergency between the shores 
of France and Africa. 

As explained in a recent api. 
the 1 est addition to the French 
submarine fleet is about to be laid 
down in a navy yard and will be 
called Surcouf. She will aggregate 
submerged a tonnage of 3,250, which 
is only 250 tons smaller than the 
largest submarine in the world, the 
British X-1.

Supreme Court Justice Sherman 
approved yesterday the eement 
made by the Manhattan Congrega- 
tional Church to mortgage its prop- 
erty at the northeast corner of Sev- 
Ly hy ony Street and Broadway for 
$1,650,000 and lease the property to 
the 2,166 Broadway Corporation for 
forty-two years. The agreement pro- 
vides that the money raised on the 
mortgage is to be used in the demoli- 
tion of the present church: building 
and the construction of a twenty-three 
story building costing not less than 
$2,000,000, which will provide ample 
uarters for the church. The 2,166 
yee a Corporation is to pay the 
Church ,000 a’year as rental and 
advance it $20,000 for its current ex- 
penses until the ‘new _ building 
erected, the money to be repaid at 
the rate of $1,000 a year. 

The church in its petition for ap 
roval of the agreement said that it 
had no foperty, except $10,000 worth 
of furniture, $17,000 in cash and an 
endowment fund of $40,000, and that 
its expenses had to be met from the 
contributions of its congregation.

His 
resolution called’ on the conference 
to appoint.a committee of fifteen to 
investigate alleged widespread dis- 
loyalty to the Articles of Faith in 
many branches of the church. 

“Speaking for myself, and I believe 
also for .the Methodist League for 
Faith and Life, let me say if heresy 
trials are the only way in which we 
can preserve in Methodism our pre- 
cious trust, the total fact of Christ, 
then with regret we will accept even 
this stern -necessity,’’ Dr. Sloan 
warned, 

‘“‘The impression has gone out that 
this General Conference is Modern- 
ist, and that the Essenialist or Fun- 
damentalist issue has been decisively 
defeated. This is a mistake. The 
General Conference may be Modern- 
ist, but there is no clear evidence 
of the fact, and I do not believe that 
GB Si

But'Medium's Agent Insists the 
_ Ghost Is Real and Accuses 
_. Dunninger of Psychics. 


WIDOW. IDENTIFIES SCRIPT 


And Declares Hoaxed Astral Body 
| the Best She Has: Seen—-. 
Mind Reader Tells of Feats. 


Joseph .Dunninger, a professional 
Magician. and mind reader, who has 
taken up Harry Houdini’s work of 
exposing fake mediums, succeeded 
last night in a seance at. the office 
of Science and Invention, 230 Fifth 
Avenue, in producing a lumimous 
ghost resembling Houdini, ‘a brief 


}Message in Houdini’s bold hand- 


writing, a paraffin cast of an ecto- 
plasmic hand which is to. be’ ex- 
amined ‘today for Houdini’s finger- 
prints and some.’snatches of oral 
conversation from what Gene Tunney 
would describe as that undiscovered 
country from whose bourne no 
traveler returns. 


Mrs. Houdini, widow of. the great 
magician, was present at the seance. 


‘‘Harry’s to the life,’’ and that the 
luminous portrait of him was -the 
best she. had seen. yet, although she 
had seen her'late husband: ‘‘mani- 
fested’’ by a number of mediums. Al- 
though a professional ghost-breaker 
and medium-exposer, Houdini was 
never que sure that there was not 
something .in. the psychic business 
after all:. He believed at one time 
that his dead mother had communi- 
cated with him. e made many 
compacts with close friends that the 
first, in. the language: of the 
ring, to’ shuffle off this mortal coil 
or pay his debt to time and mortal 
custom, would. make. every ssible 
effort to get in touch with the sur- 
vivor and furnish all possible data 
on the other world. 

Many parties to this compact died. 
Houdini waited, ever vainly, for a 
message from them. He made such 
a compact with Mrs. Houdini. They 
agreed on a pass-word by which the 
departed was to identify himself to 
the survivor. Since her husband’s 
death Mrs. Houdini. has religiously 
attended the. seances of mediums 
who claimed touch with the immortal 

rtion of the famous . mystifier. 

oudini’s spirit: is the greatest of all 
psychic prizes in view of his great 
skepticism. The widow has seen 
many vague faces outlined in light, 
has heard many sepulchral voices 
booming ‘‘This is Harry,’’: has seen 
manuscript’ messages, which indi- 
cated that he had been sent. to busi- 
ness college in his'new habitat and 
trained in a copperplate. 


Medium’s Aide Admits Defeat. 


Dunninger, the professed mystifier,. 
produced last night much the best 
portrait and handwriting of Houdini 
which she has seen yet, Mrs. Houdini 
said. “A stron; ow pppreret to 
have been struck against skepticism. 
But the situation suddenly grew com- 
plicated. Charles. E. Davenport, 
manager of Nino Pecoraro, a me- 
dium, examined the handwriting and 
the wax hands and other spectral 
novelties. He admitted that they 
were better than Pecoraro had pro- 
duced. . He appeared about 'to aban- 
don the psychic sides of the case and 
admit that, since magicians could 
fake spirits so well, perhaps mediums 
faked them. Suddenly, however, 
Davenport’s baffled expression 
cleared, and, pointing a finger at 
Dunninger, he exclaimed: 

“You are a medium.’’ 

***No, no,”’ said Dunninger. 

“Yes, you are a medium,” said 
Davenport, “and: a mighty good 
one.’ 

Dunninger feebly protested. 

*‘You may think you: are not, but 
you are,’’ declared Davenport. , 

Dunninger turned very pale and 
complained that the room was hot. 

“Give me a.glass of water, some- 
body,’ he cried. 

Davenport declined to retreat and 
turning on his heel walked off, let- 
ting Dunninger lie under the impu- 
tation of being a fake magician, who 
used his controls or psychic contacts 
to accomplish feats of wizardry 
which he afterward palmed off. as 
his own unaided stuff. 


Tells of Reading Minds. 


Dunninger later admitted that he 
read minds and that he forecast 
events. 

“It is true,’? he admitted, quaver- 
ingly, “that I forecast to Jimmy 
Walker personally the-exact total of 
his plurality. It is true that, when 
my automobile was stolen I told the 
police they would find it at Seventy- 
seventh Street and Second Avenue, 


and they found it there. Skeptics 
thought this was a_ publicity. stunt, 
but the thief was sent to jail for 
ten years, which is a degree of ser- 
vice that a magician seldom gets 
from. an assistant. I don’t know 
where this strange power comes 
from. I am groping, studying. But, 
ladies and gentlemen, [I am not a 
medium. That: accusation is not 
true. I give you my word that every- 
thing you have seen here is a put-up 
job, accomplished without a particle 
of aid from any superhuman source 


whatever.’ ;

Boston Rector Chosen by Penn- 
sylvuania Episcopal Diocese De- 
feated “High Charch” Nominee.

PHILADELPHIA, May  3.—Dr. 
Henry Knox Sherrill, rector of Trin- 
ity Church, Boston, war chaplain and 
‘low church” leader, was elected 
Bishop Coadjutor of the Protestant 
Eniscopal Diocese of Pennsylvania 
here this afternoon. 
His ‘election came upon the sixth 
ballot at the 144th annual Diocesan 
convention’ in its third day’s. session 
at Holy Trinity; Church. The elec- 
tion was made unanimous by accla- 
mation after the ballot was an- 
nounced. 


The convention voted for five hours 
on the Bishop Coadjutor. . After the 
first ballot the contest narrowed 
down to three candidates.

cab chauffeur of 144 Heyward Street, 
Brooklyn, Patrolman John C. Ed- 
wards of the Clymer Street (Brook- 
lyn) Police Station was accused last 
night of the killing. Earlier in the 
day Edwards had taken the. dead 
man to the Beth Moses Hospital, and 
then reported to his superior officers 
that he found him dead on the side- 
walk near the Gaiety Theatre, at 
Throop Avenue and Middleton:Street, 
Brooklyn. 

Edwards was stripped of -his shield 
and held a prisoner in his own sta- 


tion house. He will be arraigned in 
the Homicide Court this morning. 


Picked From Police Line-Up. 

The men who picked out Edwards 
from a line of patrolmen at the 
Clymer Street Station shortly before 
last midnight were Edward Brady, 
proprietor of a restaurant at 28 
Throop Avenue, a few yards from 
where Cohen’s body was found; Mor- 


ris Solitar of 609 Willoughby Avenue | 


and Moe Cohen, no relation to the 
dead man, of 262 South Fourth 
Street, all of whom were in the 
restaurant, they said,. when the 
shooting occurred. 
* They told Acting, Captain ‘Joseph 
Gassman and Captain Kenny. of the 
Clymer Street station. that Edwards 
fired two shots at Cohen, one of 
which: went wild and the other went 
through his heart, and that they then 
helped the patrolman carry the body 
to the sidewalk. 

Edwards was on patrol on Wednes- 
day from 4 P. M. to midnight and 


after reporting out of the station t 


house at midnight went to Brady’s 
restaurant. 

About an hour later he appeared at 
the Beth Moses Hospital in a taxi- 
cab with Cohen’s . Cohen was 

ronounced dead by 


house and made a report, saying that 
he found the dead man in the street. 

Later in the day Detectives Mena- 
han and Heminginger questioned 
persons living near where Cohen 
was found. They located Brady, 
Solitar and Cohen and were told 
what they said were the facts of the 
case. 

Scuffle in Restaurant. 


Edwards came to the restaurant, 
the three men told the police, and 
after scuffling with Cohen drew his 
pistol and fired at him. 

When Edwards reported for duty 
yesterday afternoon he was assigned 
to his usual beat, and later in the 
evening Captain Kenny ordered him 
back to the station house where he 
was lined up with other policemen 


and picked out by the ree wit- 
nesses.

‘KIDNAPPED’ AMERICAN 
REACHES MEXICO CITY 


R. B. M. Wilson of Chicago Says 
Bandits Freed Him bat Kept 
Foreman Prisoner. 


Special Cable to Tom New YORK Times. 

MEXICO CITY, May 3.—American 
circles in Mexico City were shocked 
this morning by a prominently dis- 
played notice in the principal news- 
papers announcing the kidnapping 
of an American named Wilson in the 
State of Guerrero, also of a Mexican 
named José Rueda’ Bravo, their fate 
being declared unknown. 

Immediate inquiry by Tus New 
York Times at the United States 
Embassy disclosed that: the Ameri- 
can Consul at the City of Guadala- 
jara had been ordered to furnish a 
report on the case at the earliest 
possible moment. Mexican authori- 
ties expressed ignorance of the mat- 
ter. 

Late this afternoon Tue TIMeEs 
learned that Wilson had arrived in 
Mexico City unharmed and his story 
of the incident is substantially as 
follows: 

His full tame is Robert 3. M. Wil- 
son, a native of Chicago, resident in 
Mexico a number of years and en- 
gaged in working mining properties 
in the State of Guerrero. Last Sun- 
day, accompanied by Wendell Hobbs, 
also a Chicagoan, a university stu- 
dent who has been ‘isiting Mr. Wil- 
son for some time, and the Mexican 
superintendent of the Wilson proper- 
ties, José Rueda Bravo, taking with 
them six mules, were near the small 
town of Chilpancingo, on their way 
to Mexico City. Suddenly five rob 
bers sprang out on the road, order- 
Niger up and covering the party 
with pistols. Not having other re- 
course the party complied, where- 
upon the marauders -ook Bravo pris- 
oner without molesting Mr. Wilson or 
his young student friend except to 
take from them some personal ap- 

rel and a razor, thereafter leaving 

free to continue their journey. 

Mr. Wilson and Young Hobbs con- 
tinued their journey without learning 
the fate of the mine manager. Imme- 
diately upon their arrival at the cap- 
ital, Mr. Wilson reported fully to the 
embassy. 


DENIES ROAD DEFIED 
CITY ORDER ON TRACKS 


Kerrigan Says Mayor's Inspection 
Reveals Mrs. Rooney's Statement 
Had No Basis. 





Charles F. Kerrigan, assistant to 
the Mayor, who accompanied Mayor 
Walker and Arthur S. Tuttle, Chief 
Engineer of the Board of Estimate, 
last Wednesday on an inspection of 
the trackage fo the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad Company in Twelfth 
Avenue and on the Hudson water- 
front, declared yesterday. that they 
had found no basis whatever for the 
charge that the railroad company, 


since Jan. 1, had defied the city’s 
order to stop laying rails on 
owned land.

‘“‘We went over all the ground care- 
fully,’”’ said Mr. Kerrigan yesterday.

Rooney, ostensibly showing the 
track which she deciared had n 
laid since the inhibitive order was 
issued b. ythe Board of: Estimate.

ear in precisely the same localities. 
We were all convinced that not a 
rail had been laid by the railroad 
company on city-owned land since 
January 1; that the company had 
obeyed the city’s order serupulously 
and that Mrs. Rooney was in error. 

“The track which Mrs. Rooney 
had marked as proof of her state- 
ment,” Mr. Kerrigan continued; 
‘twag laid,.as a matter of fact, during 
the previous Summer, as Mr. le’s 
photographs showed clearly, and 
was then laid down, under an order 
issued by the Transit Commission, 
as a necessary adjunct to the 
crossing elimination. Not only did 
the Mayor, Mr. Tuttle and myself 
have ocular evidence of this, but 
Henry C. Lancaster, Chief Engineer

More than one hundred acceptances 
have been received to the ‘‘blacklist 
party,’”’ which will, be held on 
Wednesday evening, May 9, at the 
Level Club, 255 West Seventy-third 
Street, for those persons called ‘‘sub- 
versive”’ and ‘‘unpatriotic’’ by the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion and the Key Men of America.

D. A. R., who has defended the use 
of blacklists. 


Many of the replies to invitations 
are couched in exultant language, 
the so-called ‘‘blacklist victims,’’ 
boasting of their alleged sins and 
subversiveness. Rosika Schwimmer, 
who played a leading rdéle in the 
Henry Ford Peace Ship mission, 
sends along with her acceptance a 
copy of a document allegedly in the 
possession of the Military Intelli- 
gence Association of Chicago. This 
document proclaims her to be an 
agent of Bolshevist organizations in 
Europe and Asia. She hopes she 
will be eligible for the title of ‘‘Am- 
bassador of Il} Will.’’ 

Heywood Broun, incensed that he 
should have been omitted by the 
D. A. R. from their blacklist, writes 
to inform the party sponsors that he 
will bring a criminal libel suit 
against the D. A. R. heads for crim- 
inal omission. The libel suit will 
be.tried at the affair next Wednes- 
day. Clarence Darrow and Arthur 
Garfield Hays will probably be coun- 
sel in the trial. 

In enclosing her check for a ticket 
to the party, Inez Haynes Irwin dis- 
plays high dudgeon that her hus- 
band, Will Irwin, should have been 
overlooked when the invitations went 
out. My husband, she writes, ‘‘is as 
distinguished as any one! He has 
been on the blacklists for years. For 
a long time, they described him as 
‘the recently defeated Socialist 
candidate for Governor. of Cali- 
fornia’. Except that-he is not a So- 
cialist,, that. he has never run for a 
oak office of any kind, and that 
e has not lived in California for 
twenty-five years, this is an accur- 
ate statement.’’

MEXICO CITY, May 3.—A special 
dispatch to the Universal from the 
City of Cordoba, State of Vera Cruz, 
reports sanguinary incidents in the 
small town of Ixhuatian, in which

Last night the town lacked light, 
and the band, taking advantage of 
that fact, entered with two notorious 
robbers, the brothers Marin and 
Daniel Mendez, at their head. 

Their first call was at the residence 
of a merchant, Juan Ortiz. Opening 
his door on being called, Ortiz. re- 
ceived a hail of shots, dying in- 
stantly. 

A friend of Ortiz, who happened 
to be in the house, rushed to see 
what had happened and received 
similar treatment, falling across the 
body of his friend. Two daughters 
of Ortiz attempted to reach the scene 
of the shootings, but were ‘held back 
by a school teacher, who was also 
visiting the family. The latter, Eule- 
terio Gonzalez, succeeded in reaching 
the streets, but suffered a like fate 
as Ortiz and his friend, dying in- 
stantly. Stilt another school teacher 
in the house was wounded. 

The robbers finally fled, leaving the 
town in a state of panic. The ban- 
dits are being pursued.

Following a day of uncertain and 
conflicting movements on the Stock 
Exchange, the New York Reserve 
Bank after the close of business an- 
mounced an unchanged rate.

Waiting Traders the April 
_ Rise, of $267,608,427. 


HIGHEST FIGURE ON RECORD 


Federal Reserve Board Then An- 
nounces Week’s Jump of $137,271,- 
000 for Total of $4,281,657,000. 


The New York Stock Exchange re- 
ported yesterday brokers’ loans of 
$4,907,782,599 as of April 30, the high- 
est figure ever recorded, and within 
$100,000,000 of the $5,000,000 figure, 
which, not many months ago, was 
called impossible. 

Virtually the entire financial dis- 
trict stood guard by the tickers yes- 
terday afternoon awaiting the flash, 
scheduled for 3:30 P. M., which 
would tell how much brokers’ loans 
had expanded last month. For an 
expansion was expected, in view of 
the steady increase of the Federal 
Reserve Board’s figures for brokers’ 
loans, week by week. 

What the traders did not know, but 
could only guess, was how great an 
increase would be shown by the fig- 
ures of the Stock -Exchange: - They 
did not require the figures in order 
to tell how to alter or confirm their 
market. positions,.as, the market was 
closed for the day. But they did 
want, and as soon as possible, the 
information which would permit 
them to confer at once, among them- 
selves, as to just what steps need be 
taken today. The market will be 
closed tomorrow morning, so that 
only five hours of this wcoek remain 
in which their judgment can be in- 
terpreted. 

Reserve Figures Follow. 


At the appointed time a simul- 
taneous flash appeared on all the 
tickers: ‘‘Brokers loans up $267,608,- 
427.’? This was followed almost im- 


‘mediately by the announcement of 


the Federal Reserve Board, showing 
that there had been an increase in its 
loans to brokers amounting to $137,- 
271,000 in the week ended May 2, and 
that the figure had reached the total, 
also a record, of $4,281,657,000. 

The Federal Reserve figure shows 
an increase of $302,349, for the 
four weeks ended May 2, this gain 


being somewhat larger than that re-| / 


ported by the Stock Exchange. The 
total figures do not coincide. This 
is due to the fact that while both sets 
of figures show the same trend, they 
are not identical, since the Reserve 
member banks loan to many brokers 
who are not members of the Ex- 
change, and the Exchange members 
borrow from several agencies outside 
of the reserve system. 

The higher figure may therefore be 
taken as more representative of the 
amount of bank credit employed as 
a basis of stock market operations. 

The Stock Exchange figures show- 
ing a gain exceeding a quarter bil- 
lion dollars in brokers’ loans in April 
followed by a month the announce- 
ment of a gain of $317,595,258 in 
March. The total of $4,322,578,914 on 
Feb. 29, the low for the year, has 
thus been surpassed by »203,685, 
or more than half a billion dollars, 
in two months. 


Exceeds Peak of 1927. 


The April 30 figure is furthermore 
$474,875,278 higher than the peak 
figure for 1927, which was $4,432,- 
907,321 last Dec. 31, and $1,372,492,- 
278 higher than the 1926 peak, set 
on Feb. 27, 1926. The Stock Ex- 


change first began announcing bro- 
kers’. loans in that eer showing 
$3,518,174,154 on Jan. 30, a 

rising to $3,535,590,321 on Feb. 27 the 
figure fell away to $2,767,400,514 at 
the end of May, 1926, the low 
figure reported since the Stock Ex- 
change records began. The increase 
since that low mark now totals $2,- 
140,382,085, or a gain of 77.3 per cent. 
in less than two years. _ 

Brokers’ loans were the subject of 
a nation-wide controversy and a Sen- 
ate inquiry only a few months ago 
which resulted in the dispelling of 
public fears as to what the future 
might hold in store if the upward 
swing in loans to the stock markets 
should continue. It is conte .ded in 
Wall Street that the figures attained 
by these loans are not excessive 
when compared with the total valua- 
tion of securities listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange alone. 

It been estimated in the past 


few days that when applications for 
the listing of additional securities on 
the Stock Exchange have been acted 
listings will well exceed $100,000,000,- 
000. On April 1, it was estimated, 
the aggregate market value of all 
stocks listed on the Exchange was 

,300,000,000, while the market 
value of all listed bonds was in ex- 
cess of $36,200,000,000. Since these 
a were made, the Exchange 
British Government bonds, making 
the total figure $100,500,000,000. Brok- 
ers’ loans are therefore now less than 
5 per cent. of this valuation. 


No Change in Bank Rate. 


The announcements of the records 
in brokers’ loans as computed by the 
Stock Exchange and the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York were fol- 
lowed by the news that the New 
York bank had made no change in 
its rediscount rate of 4 per cent. 
There. has been talk. for several 
weeks that the Reserve Bank was

The Federal Reserve report, on the 
other hand, shows a continuation of 
the trend noted a week ago when it 
was shown that a large decrease in 
loans by out-of-town banks had been 
effected, while the loans made by the 
New York banks had increased. As 
the Reserve bank report covers only 
the activities up to Wednesday and 
since there were understood yester- 
day to be large additional supplies of 
funds here from out-of-town, the re- 
rt of brokers’ loans for next week 
expected to show a different trend.

STATE CHAMBER 


In Opening Address He Tells of 
Transportation Relations With 
Transappalachian Region. 


SHIPPING BILL APPROVED 


Commerce Body Favors Jones- White 
Bill, but Opposes Three Other 
Federal Measures. 


Leonor F.. Loree, President of the 
Delaware & Hudson Railroad and 
until recently a central figure in 
Eastern railroad merger negotiations, 
was elected President of the New 
York State Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday. He succeeded William L. 
DeBost, resigned. Mr. Loree’s ac- 
ceptance of the Presidency of the 
Chamber of Commerce had been ac- 
cepted in railroad circles as an indi- 
cation he would lessen his activity 
in the railroad world for the time 
being. This was confirmed after the 
meeting, when Mr. Loree said he 
would soon leave for Europe on his 
first holiday in four years. 

In his opening address as. Presi- 
dent, Mr. Loree said that transporta- 
tion was as important to the United 
States as ocean communication was 
to other countries. 

“Few along the Atlantic seaboard 
or in the Piedmont country draw the 

arallel of our dependence upon our 

ansportation relations with the 
transappalachian region,’’ said Mr. 
Loree. “That mountain range 
reaches from the St. Lawrence River 
to the Gulf of Mexico, and in it exists 
no water break. At the headquarters 
of the Mohawk it is sufficiently low 
to have permitted canalization by 
Governor Clinton. Elsewhere to 
cross it one mounts to the clouds. 

“In the enormous volume of busi- 
ness passing its crest there comes 
eastbound four tons of freight for 
every ton moving west. Upon this 
transportation we depend for our 
foodstuffs and for the raw materials 
for our manufacturers. No more 
serious question presents itself for 
the consideration of this chamber 
than does this problem of transporta- 
tion. I recognize, and recognize 
painfully, the inadequacy of the 
preparation that I bring to the dis- 
charge of the duties that you are 
eae upon us. If I justify myself 
at all, I shall hope to do so by put- 
ting to your service the fruits of a 
life ong experience in dealing with 
what T consider your most pressing 
ee ‘transportation prob 
em,’’ 

Brederick H. Ecker and Charles 
T. Gwynne, Executive Vice Presi- 
dent, escorted Mr. Loree to the chair 
amid loud applause by the chamber. 
Other officers nominated were 
elected. 


Jones-White Bill Approved. 


Tke chamber passed resolutions 
approving in general the Jones- 
White bill for aiding the American 


mercantile marine, after a debate in 
which steamship company officials 
and shipbuilders urged approval of 
the bill in its entirety. A feature of 
the report of David T. Warden, re- 
tiring Chairman of the Committee 
on Harbor and Shipping, which was 
opposed, was a suggestion that 
American interests be permitted to 
buy may woe at low prices, give 
them erican registry and use 
them as mail carriers. Frank C. 
Munson, head of the Munson Line, 
objected to any change in the Jones- 
White bill and moved the resolution 
be referred back to committee. 
Alfred E. Marling, a former Presi- 
dent of the chamber, asked for a 
yea or nay vote. William T. Don- 
nelly spoke against the report and 
Howard Ayres urged its adoption. 
Henry B. Sutphen, President of the 
Submarine Boat Company, said that 
as a shipbuilder he favored the bill 
and would have possible improve- 
ments postponed to next year. He 
ointed out that there was $200,000,- 
invested in American shipyards 
and said that it would cost twice 
that amount to replace them. He 
admitted costs in England were low- 
er but said that shipyards there 
were aided financially and otherwise 
by the Government. 
r. Warden said that while Charles 
M. Schwab, William H. Douglass and 
other chamber members were op- 
to his committee’s recommen- 
dations, the committee’s resolutions 
were moderate in tone and expressed 
general approval of the bill.

BUT OFFICES MUST OPEN 


Exchange Orders Transaction of All 
Other Business as Usual—Gives 
Warning on Courtesy. 


Trading will be suspended on the 
New York Stock Exchange and the 
New York Curb Exchange tomorrow 
to permit member firms to bring 
their bookkeping up to date. The 
Exchanges were closed on April 21 
for the same purpose and since that 
time brokerage houses, unequipped 
for the volume of business being 
done, have had to le+ their office 
work run behind again. 

The decision to close the Stock Ex- 
change was announced following a 
meeting of the Governing Committee 
yesterday. As on Apri] 21, the of- 
fices of the Exchange and of mem- 
ber firms will remain open for the 
transaction of all business except 
trading. The Exchange authorities 
are insistent upon that point. The 
suspension, therefore, does not mean 
a Saturday holiday for Wall Street 
employes. They will be kept almost 
as busy as usual. Banks and other 
business organizations will function 
the same as any other Saturday. 

The excited trading of the last 
eight weeks has overtaxed the per- 
sonnel of all brokerage houses. he 
organizations of some offices have 
been crippled by illness resulting 
from the extra work which employes 
have had to do. The long hours and 
lack of recreation have made these 
workers easy victims of grippe and 
influenza. 

Complaints have been reaching the 
Stock Exchange authorities that em- 
ployes of brokerage houses were not 
attending to business with the same 
good temper and courtesy as in the 


ast.

Santa Catherina Sends $200,000 
Instalment — Will Clear Up 
Interest Arrears in 1933. 


The State of Santa Catherina, 
Brazil, has notified Halsey, Stuart & 
Co., Inc., who marketed an issue of 
$5,000,000 of its 8 per cent. bonds in 
June, 1922, which have been partly 
in default for several years, that the 
State cannot carry out the terms of 
the modified agreement entered into 
in 1925.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Dr. Adolph 
C. Miller, a member of the Federal 
Reserve Board, recommended to the 
House Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee today that a limitation be put 
on the authority of the board to 
engage in open market operations by 
requiring an affirmative vote of at 
least five members before it could 
do so. 

Dr. Miller was testifying on a bill 
to direct the board to.use its power 
in the interest of stabilizing the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar. He took 
the position that the proposed legis- 
lation was not necessary, and possi- 
bly dangerous. 

Attention was directed to the mar- 
ket conditions of the last six months 
following the action of the board in 
July of lowering the rediscount rate 
and buying securities in the market, 
Dr. Miller giving this as an instance 
of what could be expected from such 
operations. 

He said that when this power re- 
age in the hands of such a body as 

Reserve Board there was always 
the ‘‘itch’’ to do something. 

“This open market authority,” he 
added, ‘“‘offers too big a temptation, 
and the developments of the recent 
months illustrate just about what 
you may expect. I believe the board 
should have these powers, but that 
their exercise should be subject to 
limitations. We ought not to make 
it easy for the board, which is com- 
posed of men subject ‘to human judg- 
ments, to exercise these powers.’ 

Dr. Miller referred to lowering the 
rediscount rate in July as having 
been done to create easier money 
conditions to stimulate business, add- 
ing that he thought that the use of 
the discount rate policy at proper 
times would have stimulating effects. 

“T would say that right now in 
this country,’’ he declared, ‘‘it would 
be better if the rediscount rate was 
3% per cent.”’ 

Business was slack when the dis- 
count rate was lowered in July, Dr. 
Miller said. The efforts to help were 
indirectly responsible, he continued, 
for the stock market speculation of 
recent months, and he called the ac- 
tion a misadventure. 

He said that the board had no di- 
rect interest in stock market activ- 
ities, but added that it should be con- 
cerned as to what was done with the 
credit it created. 

*‘Mysterious forces,’’ was a term 
he applied to FE, ine that ead be- 
gun to work following the action of 
last Summer. He said it was well 
to go slow in trying to enact legis- 
lation to determine the exact time to 
use the board’s influence in regard 
to discount rates.

The largest outward movement of 
gold on record for a single day was 
reported yesterday to be under ar- 
rangement for today,- when the 
steamships France and Rochambeau 
sail. It was said in banking circles 
that each of the liners would carry 
$12,000,000 of gold to France. Most 





of the large French steamships that 
have left New York ‘recently have 
carried consignments of about $12,- 
000,000 of gold, but this is the first 
time that two of them have gone on 
the same day. The Rochambeau 
‘was schéduled to sail shortly after 
midnight this morning and _ the 
France at 11 A. M. 

If the plans for the shipment are 
carried out, the gold will. consist of 
metal which had been ear-marked at 
the Federal Reserve Bank for the 
account of the Bank of France. The 
shipments would bring to more than 
$154,000,000 the total of gold sent to 
France from New York since the 
movement started last December, all 
but $25,000,000 of which has come 
from ear-marked stock. The gold is 


being sent in connection with the 
French stabilization plan. 

The Federal Reserve Bank an- 
nounced yesterday that export of gold 
through New oYrk in the week ended 
Wednesday totaled $15,625,000, of 
which $12,000,000 went to France, 
$3,000,000 to Uruguay, $500,000 to 
WeVenezuela, and the remainder to 
unnounced destinations. Imports of 
gold for the week were ,000, 
which came chiefly from Latin 
America.

Retall Senend: Forges. Ahead.

The be- 
lief is generally held that the May 
retail volume will show a consider- 
able gain over the same month last 
year, the improvement making up 
for a r April showing. The num- 
ber of buyers in the market here 
during the last few days has been 
larger and advices have been re- 
ceived that many buyers will be 
here next week. Summer apparel 
and accessories are in growing de- 
mand with the middle of sad ex- 
pected to be a peak period in the 
merchandise.

Rise May Come in Fall Silks. 
Silk manufacturers here foresee ad- 
vances on broad silks for Fall to cor- 
respond with raw material costs and 
tendencies. The trade generally is 
hesitant about putting increases into 
effect, but the view is expressed that 


if the rise in raw silk continues they 
will be necessary, despite buyer re- 
sistance. Silk at present is about 7% 
per cent. below the levels of last year 
at this time, and manufacturers are 
trying to hold the market down by 
cautious buying. Importers are ex-

While wastes in distribution will 
undoubtedly be reduced, it is too

While some of the numerous 
steps between producer and consum- 
er may be simplified, or eliminated, 
he said, a number of them cannot be 
dispensed, with despite the cost they 
add to merchandise.
